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one respect the work before us! open serious ex- 
ception. Herr Nippold and such revolts 
from anything that savors positive faith. does not 
see that orthodoxy can anything else than compulsory 
unable conceive mind that perfect freedom, 
under the blessed influences the Holy Spirit, accepts and 
obeys the revealed gospel Christ. Bondage,” and yet 
simple submission creed coalescing and 
becoming coincident with entire freedom both belief and 
life, these are among those mysterious harmonies which, 
verified they are the experience every Christian 
heart, pass, like the co-existence predestination with indi- 
vidual responsibility, beyond the range the comprehension 
the world. Hence that often hear the view 
incidentally taken Herr Nippold one his closing 
sections that whatever sets authoritative standard, 
matters faith the way Rome. Now, 
one sense, this nothing more than Luther’s well-known 
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saying, that there pope every man’s belly; and 
limited this, position that all must admit. 
Every man, follow his natural instincts, will pope 
can. And this holds good things ecclesiastical, 
well things practical and domestic. The Methodist 
class-leader who patronizes Christianity that not Metho- 
distic, and sees nothing Methodistic that not 
the Presbyterian elder who makes his self his creed, and his 
creed anathema; the Episcopal neophyte, who believes 
himself the holy catholic church that can never err, and 
who treats his bishop with the most abject professed vene- 
ration and the most insolent practical contempt— each 


assumes papal powers, far his little opportunities 


will allow. Nor can stop here. the pope incarnate 
called, most clamorously maintained. Some months 
since was published the life Unitarian cler- 
gyman, who, having obtained chaplaincy during our late 
war, used the powers gave him take military possession 
Southern pulpit, and there, exultingly tells 
his diary, the reluctant people listen the 
theories, political and social, which was pleased call 
the gospel. regiment stood without; prison gibbet 
rose the perspective. would disloyal fly from 
the loyal preacher who thus took possession; and thus 
was able, felicitated himself, ruthlessly assail the 
most cherished convictions his hearers’ hearts. Now, 
this was the compelling come in” Pope Innocent, 
with but slight the variation being that one 
case the compulsion was hear that everything the church 
taught was true, while the other case the compulsion was 
hear that everything that the auditory believed was false. 

Nor can exempt Herr Nippold himself from the same 
embarrassing charge. all others, when remember his 
pretensions and protestations, ought the last have 
nestling him embryo pope; but when scrutinize 
closely his bearing, cannot but see that appearances are

liberty, there are ominous shudderings 
him, and ill-concealed mutterings reprobation, when any 
one comes athwart his vision who believes more than 
pleased believe himself. It. the pope” human 
nature that more less fully occupies each us. the 
same pope that, under the guise rampant liberalism, 
concealed the person even this 
sense, true, orthodoxy embodies the pope; but 
orthodoxy only far burdened with our corrupt 
nature, and this respect orthodoxy and heterodoxy stand 
the same ground. 

But the position which have thus criticised 
are bound say, but very small and unimportant place 
Herr Nippold’s treatise. The object before him one 
deep and has bestowed not only exhaustive 
historical labor, but acute critical skill. has undertaken 
meet the boasts the Romish Propaganda, that there 
great moral movement among devout Protestants towards 
the Romish see; and has performed the work taking 
the list converts published Rome, far Germany 
concerned, and explaining, each case, the motives and 
circumstances conversion. The examination inter- 
esting, both psychologically and theologically, that now 
propose sum its general results. 

Nippold’s theory that the last century, which ended 
1830, may divided into two almost equal eras the 
first, that liberal advance, culminating with the French 
consulate; the second, that conservative reaction, cul- 
minating with the short-lived triumph Bourbonism and 
the Holy Alliance. the first these eras, liberty, 
may use the expression, was the air. Men caught 
were epidemic. Philosophers, scholars, preachers, 
even courtiers, such those who crowned Franklin with 
laurel, and waltzed Louis XVI. into war, were alike in- 
fected its spirit. the second these eras conservatism 
seemed emit the same universal infection. was not 
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merely conservatism shuddering the horrors the French 
revolution; but was conservatism another and better 
phase. Legitimacy —such was the ‘term happily hit upon 
Talleyrand the Vienna was the antithesis 
not merely the popular license the French 
but the military autocracy Napoleonic imperialism, 
Legitimacy, therefore, was safe and commodious refuge, 
not merely from the excesses too little government, 
but from the excesses too much. Into rushed the 
enthusiastic rationalists Germany, with patriotic ban- 
ners flying, singing insurrection songs. Into 
tottered the stupid retrogressivism England, led Per- 
and Liverpool, and followed the English middle 
classes mass. was not merely refuge for the ro- 
manticism Burke and the feudalism Chateaubriand, 
but for the enlightened comprehensiveness Canning and 
the majestic constitutionalism Stein. That the latter were 
grossly mistaken the event and soon they achieved 
their escape. But into the common ranks reactionism 
they for the time went; for the temper was one which for the 
moment pervaded almost all phases European political life. 
But did not the same temper enter into the church? Herr 
Nippold maintains, and maintains truly, that did; and 
asserts, further, that this temper, when morbidly developed, 
was the cause many perversions Rome. These per- 
versions, arising from this reactionary spirit, carefully 
analyzes, and reduces them the following

glance. 


Disgust with the Political Present. 


For, complete was, apparently, the restoration legiti- 
macy the Congress Vienna, the second-class princes 
and nobility Germany felt, even the outset, that the 
ground which they stood was insecure. The liberation-war 
(Freiheits-krieg) had evoked popular element ominously 
like that which had destroyed Louis XVI., and which had 
driven into exile the French noblesse. Without this popular 
aid the battle Leipsic would not have been won. was 
this that gave such splendid enthusiasm the German arms, 
well such immense accessions the German armies. 
Without this Prussia would second- 
class powers, while the minor princes and nobility would have 
continued the obsequious satellites Napoleon. They owed 
their release from this fawning slavery the people; but 
they did not feel comfortable the alliance. The monster, 
true, had rescued them; but the monster might devour 
them, were not restrained and, besides this, anything 
like partnership power with such creature was odious. 
And then, again, intelligent statesmen, such those who 
then guided the Prussian and Austrian courts, were not slow 
giving their opinion that must throw off 
its feudal incumbrances that the exclusive social privileges 
the nobility must that some deference, 
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least, must paid popular rights. And then, addition, 
the dangerous idea German nationality was looming up, 
and was understood encouraged the Prussian court, 
was not feudal nationality, such that the old 
Roman Germanic empire, that would thus instituted; 
was not nationality which the people would have 
power, the emperor but little, while all real authority would 
vested princes and nobles. But was nation- 
ality, either military popular, which the nobility, 
would absorbed; and which all power not possessed 
the people would vested the central executive. 
wonder that, under such circumstances, those who 
would thus victimized should have objected. 
wonder, also, that, this idea nationality gradually 
approached realization, this objection should have become 
clamorous. The only way meet the danger was restore 
the old safeguards; the only way prevent absorption was 
state. every petty court, Protestant well Romish, 
every forlorn and decayed castle, whose inmates, incapable 
their traditions any useful labor, were living im- 
poverished pomp, the same cry arose: spirit the 
age degenerate. Prince and noble are shorn both 
power and respect; the only course back behind the 
Reformation, and restore the Middle Ages they were. 
must have back the old empire, and, course, must 
have back with the old 

Naturally enough did herds the supernumeraries whose 
privileges were thus threatened turn wistful eyes Vienna 


Voss thus expressed this For the welfare Germany need unity 
ecclesiastical, well secular power, the mighty Middle Ages, 
when emperor and pope could keep impious rebel proper check. be- 
comes all officers the empire reverence the emperor and imperial law; 
likewise becomes all faithful and orthodox believers reverence the pope and 
the canon law.

Rome. Naturally enough did their bleatings shape 
themselves into moans over the demoralizing character 
progress; the ruin which would prostrate everything, 
the old rights the nobility were not restored; the 
pastoral charms the Middle Ages, when the peasant was 
simpering hind and the lord maudlin despot. Naturally 
enough did sympathetic Jesuits hurry up, these cries 
distress, and whisper into the ears the alarmed and im- 
potent train that their safety was rush from the disor- 
ganized, revolutionary present back into the fold the 
secure, primitive past. There they went, hurrying fast 
they could antiquity, stimulated and comforted their 
Jesuit guides. There the list them. published 
Rosenthal and Rohrbacher, the pamphleteers the 
Propaganda. reproduced Nippold. Princes and 
princesses, noblemen and noble ladies, how proudly are they 
arrayed all their ribbons and banners their Romish 
leaders! And with what imposing circumstantiality are 
their pedigrees sounded their heralds, they approach 
their goal! princes, consisting that branch 
the Coburgs which was repair its ruined fortunes 
marriage with Romish princesses! Mediatized princes, who 
awoke after the Congress Vienna, and found that their 
subjects and their territory had, during the revolution, gone 
from underneath them! Counts and countesses, barons 
and baronesses, each accompanied, doubt, due 
proportion chamberlains and ladies waiting! There 
something pathetic the procession, as, the due order 
their rank, they pass before their poverty, their 
dethronement, their fantastic reactionary demeanor and at- 
tire, bidding their adieu the nineteenth century, and 
betaking themselves the tenth. But, touching the 
picture may be, are amazed that the Propaganda should 
unfold it. They because they could not tolerate the 
present, and were not tolerated it; and cite them 
illustration the tendency the present Rome 
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flight England American loyalists, after the Revolution, 
proof that the United States were struggling get 
back under the British crown. And Protestant can gaze 
these high-born converts without feeling 
Some them were absurd and doleful; others were ab- 
surd and frivolous. Some were men true chivalry, but 
mad Don Quixote; others were selfish adventurers; 
but one respect they agreed,— their pretensions were 
monstrous, and their system diseased, that the atmosphere 
congenial them would insupportable ordinary health- 
ful life. Whatever else the installation Rome such 
anachronisms may prove, certainly does not show that 
Rome harbor refuge for the representatives modern 
political thought. 


Disgust with the Literary Present. 


great reproach German literature that the 
time the first Napoleonic tyranny many eminent 
German thinkers should have withdrawn into epicurean 
seclusion, should have been willing treat any subject 
except those which directly related the national life. 
was natural that such men the real and the present 
should ignored; since, they touched all the real 
and the present, they could scarcely avoid noticing the mean 
with which their princes fawned their con- 
queror, the odious oppressions the conqueror imposed 
the land. So, escape such themes, Fichte lost himself 
subjective idealism; and Goethe fell into raptures over 
Chinese and tea-roses; and Fouqué discoursed about shadows 
and water-nymphs; and Jean Paul devoted his inimitable 
genius the immortalizing whatever 
enough impossible. Soon this extravagance became 
contageous, and there arose school 
they were called, each whom selected from the mystical 
past some ideal lady fancy, whom consecrated his 
exclusive regards. Some personified, for this purpose, the 
genius heathen mythology; and among these are sorry 
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remember that Schiller was for time enrolled. Others 
vowed their devotions the purely poetic element prim- 
itive Christianity, making the mistress whom their 
lances were pledged. Others sighed, like Rosseau, the 
fect sentimental philanthropy, whose real children were 
sent the poor-house, while its imaginary brotherhood was 
idealized into Arcadia. And others, conspicuous among 
were Friedrich Schlegel, Miller; and Werner, ded- 
icated themselves the chivalric service the saints the 
mediaeval church. 

said that there are Spanish convents which the 
nuns, compelled live idleness, take the dressing and 
fondling dolls. certainly all know how surely 
divorce from active and real life engenders extravagant 
and capricious humors and enthusiasms. And the Roman- 
ticists had divorced themselves most effectually from all that 
was real and present; and, long association, their par- 
ticular extravagancies were imbedded them that when 
the public mind was restored healthy condition these 
extravagancies had become second nature, and could not 
got rid of. was with Schlegel and his romanticism 
about mediaeval heroes, princes, and saints. Wherever 
went lecture,— and for lecturing his natural gifts were 
great, this romanticism stuck him; and some parts 
young Germany was inexpressibly heavy; others, 
inexpressibly grotesque. went Cologne, under the 
shadow whose dome, and the centre whose feudal 
memories, could least expect deference but Cologne 
was unnoticed all that savored active, present life.

and Werner, removed Vienna, made their new creed 
[the Romish] remunerative, and derived from not merely 
repose, but income.” each these forlorn fugitives 
comfortable offices were assigned. They found, what else- 
where they could not have found, sympathizers and 
groaners and supporters; they were rescued not merely 
from the ridicule which the veteran and inveterate Roman- 
ticists encountered the practical circles the living 
present, they were rescued, also, from starvation. That 
they should thus have been comforted and entertained was 
but right. The amazing feature is, that the Propaganda 
should now put forward the Romish absorption the literary 
Romanticists proof the Romeward tendency modern 
thought. should point the owl creeping 
into dark hole, proof that birds shun the light. The 
Romanticists this school crept into Rome, because the 
open world they were shunned obsolete the practical, 
and tittered ridiculous the unthinking. They crept 
into Rome, because their sight had been long adjusted 
the phantoms unreal life that the daylight the real 
and the practical was them blur and distress.

far architecture concerned, the question easily 
solved.

sometimes worship that merely sentimental, sometimes 
gross idolatry. Feel tenderly may the charms 
art, cannot but see that subordinate, this respect, 
the ear the eye, push worship, not the worshipper, 
back into grosser and more barbarous age. That 
architect, filled with enthusiasm for his art, should revolt 
the Protestant demands this respect, should not surprise 
us. Plainness, not ugliness, seems inseparable from all 
whose object the easiest transmission the 
voice. Nor any means clear that when the end 
impart unbroken the current thought, columns imbedded 
with statues, niches rich with pictures, not tend almost 
much distract the attention they break the 
sound. Westminster Abbey can only made fit for public 
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worship letting down heavy sheets canvass, which 
cover the historic walls, while they shut the speaker’s 
utterances; and, though may reproduce Westminster 
great and sublime work art,— yet when audience- 
chamber effectively constructed, something like these 
canvass-sheets must invoked. Protestantism, therefore, 
affords but little field for ecclesiastical architecture, while 
Romanism opens sphere which can lavish its richest 
treasures, can exercise its sublimest genius, can win its most 
glorious reward. need not wonder, therefore, the 
tendency ecclesiastical architects towards Rome, towards 
those high ecclesiastical theories which the Romish idea 
worship adopted. But with all personal deference 
such with the highest appreciation architecture 
means for elevating the public taste, and making almost 
perpetual certain grand rudimental ideas patriotism, and 
even religion, have say that the disgust ecclesi-

Chief among these the longing for rest 
and stability. The theory that these were the prime 
objects society was proclaimed, after the reaction 1815, 
the highest grade political wisdom, and was falsely 
stamped with the name conservatism. But the true con- 
servative far too powerful and too active love rest for 
itself. desires restoration, true, but such 
restoration only sleep gives after day’s toil. But the 
absolutist views this stability the highest good—a good 
that secures all the enjoyments life. loves rest 
rest. this idea stability, the other hand, the con- 
servative sees ignoring the necessary motion life 
and the unavoidable changes things. When nations 
are exhausted, either revolution war any 
great labors and exertions, then, naturally, they are for the 
time disposed rest, seeking, were, sleep. This 
absolutism’s opportunity, and this opportunity can most 
adroitly use. The absolutism the last century was not 
reactionary, because paved the way for the transition from 
the Middle Ages the conditions modern life. But the 
absolutism the present century reactionary, because 
opposes its antiquated conceptions and fancies the youthful 
energies new era. neither understands nor likes the 
present. Its thoughts are turned backward the lost para- 
dise clerical and aristocratic mediaevalism. 

absolutist exults the claim that reverences law 
and establishes order. But his law without life, and his 
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order without freedom. elevates the form law over its 
spirit, and exaggerates the mere technicalities the letter. 
the choice open him between right and might, 
chooses the latter. For might permits doubt, and there- 
fore tolerates agitation. 

the order the Jesuits find absolutism developed 
its most dangerous and its most portentous phase.

Hood’s conservative old knight, who 
when the houses parliament were burning, rushed his 
seat, saying that never would desert it, come what might, 
was not conservative all; was absurd radical, 
who pursued the fleeting form, deserting the essential sub- 
stance; and yet Hood’s knight was but type toryism, 
such that Lord Eldon, which, preserving the obso- 
lete phraseology the coronation service, would sacrifice

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those great principles reciprocal loyalty which that service 
was meant express. For, while these great principles 
loyalty remain steadfast, the crude symbols which form their 
expression nation’s babyhood, must yield well-weighed 
and exact sentences when the period manhood comes. 
The college cannot retain the clappings and marchings and 
singings the little pupils the Kindergarten, nor parlia- 
ment the monotone the professor’s chair. Hence 
that that which was necessary convey instruction the 
dark ages barbarous and uneducated hearers now 
longer quickens, but distracts spiritual thought.

But, 
Archdeacon Hare well observes, the analogy points the other way: “Children 
need guides, and have fallible ones. Pupils need guides, and have fallible 
Nations need guides, and have fallible ones.” And social matters, 
ecclesiastical. Nothing can less peaceful than the clothing authority with 
infallibility. The Highland chief who insisted having his whole clan vac- 
cinated force, had right his side, far vaccination itself concerned

Everybody reads, 
and everybody discusses, the highest questions science, 
philosophy, and divinity. necessary, such age, 
have class professional men, who are elevated above 
the masses the people superior knowledge? this 
quite accordance with the principles our institutions 

not better expend for popular education the funds 
which are used sustain the higher institutions learn- 
ing? Are not the people outgrowing the need profess- 
men? not the time coming when every man will 
his own doctor and his own lawyer and his own reli- 
gious guide 

apparent force such views; but there are 
certain permanent facts which check the inference. For, 
will not children always need teachers? Will any advance 
general intelligence cause reading and writing come 
And are still need teachers, who shall 
teach the teachers? not the lower schools depend upon 
the higher the primary school upon the academy, and the 
academy upon the college? there not action and reaction 
between the parts the system, that the higher shed in- 
fluences upon the lower, even the heavens shed rain?

Are the foundations theo- 
logical science. well laid that there further need 
divines? Are men public and private life controlled 
well-defined principles more than the olden time? 
modern speculation tending toward more quiet and restful 
and hopeful sweeter and more consoling 
views of. the highest toward seats 
moral the tendency toward unrest and 
doubt 

sure that careful observer modern life will 
deny that far from being able dispense with the trained 
teachers and leaders men, need them more and more. 
the people read more, and question more acutely, much 
the greater need wise men furnish popular literature, 
and solve the questions which are new for every genera- 
tion inquirers. our civilization grows more complicated,

This error learning was not peculiar the age 
Bacon. one who watches the drift opinion among 
students our colleges well among educated men 
active life, will deny, that there strong and increasing 
advantage means advancement wealth position.

ton’s Annual Cyclopedia for 1862 (Art. Education) states the number 
colleges the United States 240, and the number undergraduates 
round numbers 20,000, and the annual expense these institutions 
$5,000,000, including, suppose, the expenses the students. The same 
writer states the number professional schools and students follows: Law 
Schools 18, students 1300; Scientific Schools 15, students 1500; Medical 
Schools 55, students 7000 Theological Schools 92, students 4120. plain 
that these numbers can only approximations accuracy. 

writer the Congregational Quarterly (Oct. 1870) gives some carefully 
collected facts, which indicate quite plainly the course things among students. 
The facts cover fifty years, from 1816-1865, and relate eight New England 
viz., Amherst, Bowdoin, Dartmouth, Harvard, Middlebury, University 
Vermont, Williams, and Yale. The whole number graduates these 
Colleges has increased from 191 1816, 460 1860, and 373 1865. The 
number who entered the Christian ministry was 1816, while was only 
1865. 

comparison decades shows the falling off theological students even 
more plainly: thus, the proportion ministers the whole number grad- 
uates has been follows: 1816 1825, per cent; 1826 1835, per 
cent; 1836 1845, per cent; 1846 1855, per cent; 1856 1865, 
per cent. 
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breaking the ranks the professions, and which leads 
many ignore the Baconian maxim, that “every man 
debtor his own profession?” not also the tendency 
this utilitarian view the end learning, depress the 
standard education, and strengthen the hands those 
who are clamoring for the so-called practical education 
Does not men undervalue the means broad and 
thorough culture, and discard those liberal studies which, 
the cant phrase the day, are practical use? And 
further, not the direct tendency this view, discour- 
age really profound learning, while encouraging superficial, 
and showy accomplishments? not already depressing 
the standard professional excellence, and weakening and 
impoverishing the national 

this tendency is-ever met, will tracing its 
source the assumption that learning merely personal 
advantage; and meeting the opposite principle, 
that learning rich storehouse for God’s glory and man’s 
relief. 

And here not need urge those general obligations 
which touch all men, under the sanctions religion, 
which they are cut off from the selfish view life, and 
required follow the law benevolence. But insist 
that professional men are under obligations which are pecu- 
liar them, and which cut them off from motives and 
life that are legitimate for men private station. Be- 
cause the first place, they have been educated 
important sense the public, and for the public. this 
assertion were made only those who receive their educa- 
tion the military academy West Point, one would 
question its truth. But the principle extends all those 
who receive their education public institution learn- 
ing. Because every such institution has been founded 
the liberal gifts men who regarded such institutions 
the pillars society else sustained the public 
charge. Besides, the influences which give value 
college, are the slow accumulation generations. The 
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student Oxford Cambridge cannot trace the influences 
which are drawing out his powers, and touching them 
finest issues. Men genius other days have left their 
mark, great teachers the past instruct him, growing 
the shadow great names. The university not 
mere school, but rather source influences, which refine 
and ripen his powers, and these influences are the contri- 
butions which great scholars have left for succeeding gene- 
rations —contributions which are necessary for the real 
wealth institution learning, the silver and gold 
How vain would for any student attempt 
gather his own means these aids culture. And, 
fact, how small part the direct cost his education 
paid any student. Society has founded these schools, 
and furnished them with the choicest means culture, and 
society may justly claim that those who enter her store- 
houses, and avail her garnered riches, shall 
rise above merely selfish view life, and shall devote 
themselves the general good. 

And further, what are the learned professions but plat- 
forms influence, which are provided for men liberal 
culture for the sake the public advantage? Are they 
not, important sense, public offices, the entrance 
which guarded public policy, and some instances 
legal enactments? public concede the professional 
man peculiar position and influence, that able 
avail himself his profession vantage ground. The 
man who tries the same things without professional 
standing works ata great disadvantage. the same time 
each these professions essential the well-being 
society, and requires men who are fitted most thoroughly 
for its duties. Each one affords scope for all the abilities 
man possesses, and adds his fitness for his work ex- 
perience. profession can stand high, unless those who 
enter devote their best powers and their best years. 
Only the man who enters upon his work with the enthusiasm 
generous devotion, and who gains the experience busy 
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years, can the best and worthiest work. there 


progress the intellectual standard the common mind, 
there the greater need these ripened powers for those 
who fill the learned professions. insist, then, that the 
man who seeks those educational advantages, which society 


has carefully accumulated, and who steps this plat- 


form professional influence, bound honor loyal 
his profession, and live that can give true 
account his gift reason the benefit and use 

This view perhaps limited popular apprehension 
the clerical profession. the common notion that 
clergyman cut off from many courses life which are 
open other men, and that shut strictly the 
duties his calling. esteemed act unfaithfulness 
for him either use his profession for private aggrandize- 
ment turn from without necessity. But each the 
professions for the public advantage, and why not the 
physician who uses his profession for mere personal ends, 
the lawyer who unfaithful his obligations min- 
ister the temple justice, really traitor his pro- 
fession unfaithful and selfish divine. 


The older writers were wont take high views 


duties learned men. These men have made their election 
between professional life and the life 
doing they have gained certain advantages, and ingurred 
certain disadvantages. Lord Bacon speaks the meanness 
employment men learning, who spend their lives 
teaching children; and the peculiarity manners, 
whereby they differ from those versed affairs; and 
especially the smallness their fortune, since learned 
men not grow rich fast other men, because they 
not convert their labors chiefly lucre and and 
insists that this sacrifice their part needful, for 
barbarism would long since have prevailed, the poverty 
learning had not kept civility and honor The 
great thinkers have always been content live without 
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large pecuniary resources. has often been “the poor 
wise man” who has saved the city. The highest work for 
the world never paid for. man, indeed, fit bea 
leader men who cannot say with Demosthenes: 
counsels you are not such enable become great 
among you while you become little among the Grecians; 
but while sometimes they are not fit for give, they are 
always good for you follow.” Great statesmen have 
always had them such stuff martyrs are made 
Truth will not give admission her arcana the man who 
does not seek her for her own sake. the Roman state 
poverty was reverend and honored thing.” The intellect- 
ual princes have not been those who served two 
godliness. Nor can the scholar hope gain all things 
which are themselves excellent. Themistocles 
ashamed confess that was stranger elegant accom- 
plishments but, said he, know how make small city 
great 

The ruling tendencies our times suggest the most 
weighty reasons for urging these motives singleness 
devotion intellectual pursuits. age action, 
rather than contemplation and such age has little 
with those who dwell apart from and 
hoarse disputes, the quiet and still air delightful 
Seldom has the fidelity scholars been put 


severe test now. The rewards financial enterprise 


are abundant and sure, furnish constant temp- 
tation draw the scholar from public private while 
the consideration which wealth gives, adds force the 
motive with men who are conscious superior endowments. 
that nothing less than high appreciation the inherent 
dignity and practical value intellectual pursuits, and 
heart open the sad, inarticulate call helpless humanity 
for knowledge and freedom, and high motive, and salvation 
nothing but soul that heeds the higher call, which God 
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makes upon every man the highest work for which his 
abilities fit him, will likely keep loyal his 
profession. And, the same time, the need the highest 
sort intellectual work among most urgent. For the 
work which doing this country work for the future. 
eminent sense are the founders states. Discard- 
ing some the most important principles which society 
the Old World organizéd, are fully committed the 
effort reconstruct social well political institutions 
basis freedom. The disturbing influences are nu- 
merous and powerful. The most sérious questions still wait 
for solution. this work the nation has need men 
instructed reason, men who know what the past teaches, 
and have wisdom build upon sure foundations. the 
older nations the ignorance empirics would compara- 
tively harmless, because they would controlled the 
conservative tendencies society; but here, where every- 
thing plastic and free, that have the dangerous 
facility for experiments,” need men clear eye and 
steady hand. need men who can detect the unwise 
expedients conceited and pushing ignorance, and have 
resources enough replace their schemes wise and 
practical plans. need them our schools, protect 
them from narrow and superficial views education. 
need them the medical profession, not only relieve 
disease, but counteract the too ‘evident tendency 
physical decadence, and check those nameless crimes 
which are changing the laws population; need them 
the bar, secure purer administration and 
political life need them, give health and manliness 
political contests, and infuse broader statesmanship 
into our legislation and need them not less the pul- 
with power fix attention upon the real issues life, 
and with skill apply the great and solemn truths relig- 
ion, purify the sources character and life. 
History shows that the greatness nations depends 
the power educated intellect and conscience. The decline 
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and fall nations always commenced among the natural 
leaders opinion. Death begins the top. Let the high 
aims educated men lost, that professional enthusiasm 
fails, —let come the fact, that the educated men 
country seek mere secular gains and personal advantage, and 
there end progress science and literature and 
government. The leaders thought will become mere 
copyists. They will lose the power meet the emergencies 
national life— the power which mounteth with occasion.” 
The golden age will become leaden and iron, and advance- 
ment material wealth outward refinement can 
restore the lost glory. Language will decay, poetry will 
lose its inspiration, and the national spirit will die out. 
gross materialism will check the aspirations, and corrupt the 
moral sentiments the people. 

have not reached that stage, though there are too 
many tendencies among scholars which would, unchecked, 
lead towards it. The real progress which made, and there 
real progress, secured those men among 
large views, who love truth and duty, who scorn base arts, 
and who welcome the poverty that they may 
serve their generation the will God. still have 
them all liberal callings men genius, culture, true 
nobility, who are content work silence and obscurity, 
need be, but such work will build free and 
able commonwealth. the great crisis the national life 
through which have recently passed, the Republic owed 
much, may be, the thinking brains her scholars 
the courage and devotion her soldiers. Amid the 
stirs and alarms war give too little heed the results 
secured the men thought. Within the past year one 
the most useful these men has passed away, man 
thorough culture, eminent learning the legal profession, 
devoted patriotism. Where would the Republic have been 
but for the trained intellect and wide experience and 
sagacity the great war secretary looked 
with wonder the development his administrative abilities, 
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his fertility resources, the courage which reverses 
could dampen, and the genius which brought order out 
confusion, and organized victory. But was not until 
the war was over that knew how thoroughly had worn 
himself out his exertions. Nor was until was fol- 
lowed his grave that the nation knew that Mr. Stanton 
had given not only his life, but his fortune, his country, 
and that had left his family other inheritance than the 
gratitude his countrymen. And now, look back 
upon his completed life, most instructive for its lesson 
the use which public man may put his talents and 
his acquirements. Such men the country needs,—men 
thought, experience, practical wisdom; men great 
hearts, who show how royal thing life duty is. 
the phrase Coleridge: need public souls, need 
them.” 

this position conceded the professional man, 
have not far find what sort culture should 
have. cannot refuse apply the test practical use 
methods education, only are insist upon giving 
that term, practical use,” broad meaning. unsafe 
assume that the scientific culture more real use than 
the discipline classical studies, even has closer 
connection with the physical wants men. Those wants 
which are met progress the arts life are not our 
deepest wants. Man needs bread; but not written: 
shall not live bread alone, but every word 
would strange indeed, should discover, 
this late day, that the classical culture which has had 
important part the education the intellectual leaders 
Europe since the time Erasmus, was essentially barren. 
The study Greek and Latin, which Choate and Everett 
and Webster were furnished for their public career, was 
surely practical. one who reads the great English 
divines the seventeenth century can fail perceive that 
their profound culture had its roots thorough classical 
training, and that one the practical wants our own 
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time larger infusion men equal thoroughness and 
breadth view. While are welcome all real additions 
the means education, are not permit any narrow 
views limit the range study. Our age needs men 
profound and comprehensive culture. Our educated men 
need know the best forms thought, study the richest 
treasures art, well understand the wonderful 
methods and results the practical sciences. Education 
lays under contribution all sciences and all arts, all tongues, 
all laws, all the institutions and experiences men, for 
the purpose train men carry forward the progress 
which the race has already made toward higher and more 
beautiful results the future. 

Passing, now, from the attractive field discussion which 
these thoughts are opening before us—a field, however, 
which there are many range over—we come the 
inquiry: what general methods the scholar his 
shall limit the discussion two three points 
which are just now pressed upon our attention the course 
events. 

the first place, the scholar should work indi- 
vidual men. His real usefulness will depend great part 
upon the individuality and definiteness his aims. 

serious defect certain theories society and 
government that they have lost sight the worth man 
simply man; and scholars have been led aim rather 
general results than definite personal influence. 

But there work for man grand the building 
individual character; because there nothing this 


world great human soul. borrow the fine 


thinking reed. not needful for the universe 


arm itself crush him. drop water, breath air, 
suffices kill him. But still man more noble than that 
which kills him; for knows that dies, while the uni- 
verse knows nothing its power over him.”! are 


Pascal’s Thoughts (London ed., 1827), chap. xxiii. 171. 
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doing our noblest work when are developing those 
powers, and checking the influences which limit the free 
unfolding the masses men. The wisdom Socrates 
was shown adopting the conversational method teach- 
ing. And greater than Socrates has taught us, his own 
example, the secret useful life. shall show our 
wisdom following the methods the Son Man, who 
taught the woman Samaria, rested midday 
the well, and who did not scorn shed his benedictions 
even upon the little children whom they brought him. 
There nothing which moves deeply contact 
with real humanity. one studies that great painting, 
the Heart the Andes, with its vast reaches mountain 
scenery, the lofty summits, which seem support the very 
heavens, the mind with awe. view nature 
her loftier moods. And yet the eye kindles with deeper 
interest rests hunter’s cabin the foreground 
the picture, from which the smoke the morning meal 
just rising, and upon the two three hunters who stand 
leaning upon their rifles, looking down the glen. That 
glimpse human life touches deeper chords than nature 
can move. indeed, what great work art there 
which does not connect itself closely with our human sym- 
pathies? What all high art, but the mirror the human 
soul, the affections and passions living men? And 
not fact literary history that great poems and romances 
depend for their hold upon the interest men few 
strongly marked personal characters? The genius Sir 
Walter Scott shown his power enlist the interest 
the literary world the portraiture the life Scottish 
peasant girl. 

And our practical life the greatest men have been able 
use all their capacities teaching and defending the 
common people, while the same time the most permanent 
influences are exerted upon individual character. are 
apt overrate our general influence. can give new 


truth this man and that man and the other; can 
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freshen old truths which are dying out among the people, 
shall not live vain. not the best tendency 
learning seek great occasions. Some the 
our language were written solace some lonely sufferer, 
The events the humblest life have greatness all their 
own. 

The methods which the man culture can use his 
knowledge for the comfort and help men are almost 
endless. Those are the true helpers men who keep their 
sympathies close the life the people, and who show 
how much beauty and comfort possible for knowledge 
and good taste add the common routine life. Safe 
and beautiful homes, free public libraries and galleries 
art open all, churches for the people, truly popular 
literature which enriched the ripest thought and culture 
the means develop the minds and hearts and 
legitimate objects exertion those more brilliant enter- 
prises which enlist much the attention educated men. 

There occasion carry the same principle into public 
and political life. the radical defect certain theories 
government that they lose sight the individual. There 
profound truth the ringing words the great Teacher: 
Sabbath was made for man, and not man for the Sab- 
The theory has too long been that man was made 
for the Sabbath, for the state, for the church. Itisa 
great advance, when the truth recognized that these are 
all ordained God means for the development indi- 
vidual men. 

are apt lose sight the real basis popular gov- 
ernment the study its outward forms. 
elective government, the equality the citizen before the 
law what are all these but methods securing the rights 
the individual? The glittering with which 
the Declaration Independence opens may have little logi- 
cal connection with the immediate purpose that state 
paper, but they are clear statements the principles 
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which political institutions ought that contains 
the germs the Constitution, and this day interpret 
the Constitution its light. But the theories the Declara- 
tion were not any means completely carried out its 
authors. interesting trace the process which the 
aristocratic elements have been climinated from our statutes, 
well from social life. The right the ballot was limited, 
even the time the Revolution. lias taken three gen- 
erations for the logic democracy bring general 
emancipation and manhood suffrage. one thing has 
this process been more marked than the sphere manners. 
Before the Revolution, our public men cultivated the courtly 
manners the British aristocracy while the present man- 
ners the American people, with their excellences and 
their defects alike, are the genuine outgrowth republican 
institutions. And the drift thought among partly 
favor the development the individual. 

And yet these principles are meeting new obstacles our 
day. the country grows older, and wealth the 
structure society becoming more complicated, and the 
tendency check the free activity and growth the individ- 
ual. yet tell how much our freedom has depended 
upon the newness our country. The pioneer, who builds 
his cabin his own acres, breathes the air freedom and 
cherishes independent spirit. Such men are hard 
conquer. Personal freedom has always depended very much 
the ownership the soil, while servile spirit in- 
ereased men the bidding others. When the pioneer. 
becomes the agent other men, feels once new set 
influences. The accumulation capital great corpo- 
rations, and the growth great public works, tend dwarf 
the great number citizens whose property small. The 
president and directors the corporation are lifted into 
princely importance, while the crowd men who are 
their service sink into dependent position. The very 
greatness the enterprises dwarfs the men who carry them 
forward. are belting the continent with railways, and 
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forget which the more important, the Pacific railway, 
the men who grade the road-bed. And yet which the 
greater man, his works the material world, human 
soul? its high estimate the worth individual 
which the logical basis democracy, while the 
spirit subordinates the masses men the purposes the 
few. 

And thoughtful observer the present drift things 
this country will deny that less and less importance 
given the individual, and that the man without capital 
and without powerful friends finds more and more dif- 
ficult make his way. our churches are adapted 
more and more the wants the more fortunate 
classes, while the masses the people are left 
The old-time meeting-house, where the 
heard the gospel gladly, was certainly nearer the wants 
the largest number, than the more cosfly tasteful 
churches, which are built, and controlled great part, 
men wealth. And would not strange the power 
which built the costly church should come time control 
the selection the minister, and indirectly dictate the 
utterances the pulpit. inevitable that our country 


becomes older, aristocracy wealth will seek gain the 


same power which wielded the Old World aris- 
tocracy birth. 

Out these tendencies grow some the most difficult 
problems statesmanship. the policy the founders 


our government impose certain checks upon the 


accumulation great estates, and all legitimate means 
favor the distribution property among the citizens. 
But they could not have forseen the great increase the 
facilities for acquiring wealth which the improvements 
the practical arts and modes communication have 
secured. How shall able preserve the principles 
democracy connection with unparalleled advancement 
wealth and material civilization? This problem 
which will task the wisdom the Republic. And the 
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mission the American scholar keep himself hearty 
sympathy with the life the people. The power edu- 
cated minds the security against the selfish tyranny 
wealth. 

II. the second place, the American scholar should work 
the light history. will not answer for the intellectual 
leaders society lose themselves this devotion indi- 
viduals; for there are general interests which include 
those which are personal. The says Mr. Emer- 
son, “is that man who must take into himself all the 
ability the time, all the contributions the past, all the 
times. rather rise above the spirit the age and 
nation, the larger spirit the ages and the world. 
his part correct whatever narrow and weak the 
tendencies his own times. 

The historic spirit conservative. teaches respect 
the past, for shows that the present rests upon the past. 
have entered into the labors those who have been 
thinking and planning and working for us, and our richest 
inheritance what they have bequeathed us. 

The historic spirit also progressive. shows that 
stage has been the final stage. age looks forward 
the future, and prepares the way for victories cannot 
itself win. times are the ancient are 
told, and the world has grown wiser, has grown older. 

The historic spirit combines true conservatism with 
genuine progress. gives the forward-looking mind, 
well the circumspect mind. inspires hope, while 
teaches caution. saves from repeating the mistakes 
which have been made again and again. shows what 
really new the results this age, and what old. 

this country have peculiar need the broad views 
which are the result the knowledge history; for the 
nation young. Its home the New World separates 
from the older civilizations the breadth the Atlantic. 
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Its growth has been rapid. liable self-conceit, 
that crudeness theory which its natural 
Our tendencies are toward language, art, 
and legislation. This especially true that portion 
our people who, reason their narrow reading, yield most 
readily the peculiar spirit the country. The tendency 
push principles anextreme. There good cause 
but must monopolize the public attention. There 
reform but must pushed without regard natural 
tions. same time need more wisdom than older 
nations, because the elements are handling are full life 
and promise. 

can neither isolate ourselves from the great world, 
nor disregard the currents thought and sentiment which 
are flowing other lands. The present only section 
the continuous progress the race. The career man 
upon this planet one. The present linked with the past, 
and stretches into the future. are only carrying 
forward the tendencies which had their birth other lands 
and other times. Nor there much which peculiar 
the progress are making some think. The same 
results, for substance, are secured the working the 
British Constitution, though different methods. And 
with the nations Continental Europe. There 
stream history which carries with the nations the 
world. There are great movements which are started 
the Power that governs the nations, which are working them- 
selves out this age. Practical wisdom will discern and 
follow these tendencies. Our recent national history fur- 
nishes instance the strength these great movements 
which are directed unseen hand. was not difficult 
forsee the issue the contest with slavery the South- 
ern States; for this country closely connected with the 
other nations Christendom, and that contest here was only 
section wider contest, which was begun the words 
Him who spake never man spake. When the golden rule 
was given, slavery was, fact, the corner-stone the world’s

were possible eliminate from modern society those 
principles progress which are the outgrowth Christianity 
there would left but small remainder. meets 
wants men which are permanent and universal. age 
has outgrown it, progress has antiquated it. The great 
currents influence which are raising the masses men 
from ignorance and poverty and servility, which are check- 
ing the spirit selfishness and softening the rigors 
liberalizing the law nations are they not all them 
Christian their origin? Nor does the course history 
leave doubt respects the future triumphs Chris- 
tianity. Slowly but surely the balance power has been 
passing over the Christian nations. The great armies 
and navies the world are now controlled the interest 
Christianity, may almost say Protestant

THE TEACHINGS CHRIST REGARD HIS 
THEN FUTURE COMINGS, AND THE PHRASEOLOGY 
THE APOSTLES THIS SUBJECT. 


REV. PROF. HENRY COWLES, OBERLIN, OHIO. 


THIS subject has broad range practical bearings, par- 
ticularly these two points: the true method contempla- 
ting the now future coming Christ order derive 
from the best moral results; and the subject inspiration 
involved the question, whether the apostles were 
were not mistaken their views the time Christ’s 
second coming. That the latter point needs discussion 
man intelligent regard the views extensively held, both 
learned and unlearned expositors, can doubt. Some men 
great erudition maintain that Paul’s view the time 
Christ’s second coming underwent important change 
between the date his first Epistle the Thessalonians 
and his second. so, was inspired lower degree 
when wrote the first, and higher when wrote the 
second? will said that one both these 
letters his inspiration did not reach this particular subject 
Among men moving the common walks life the view 
somewhat current that the apostles actually expected the 
final coming Christ within their own lifetime, such 
asense near that might occur any night before morning. 
Some believe that they taught this fact; others that 
they thought expedient for the best moral impression 
assume it, and speak were so; the points actually 
believed them being only these, that the precise time was 
not revealed, and that nothing forbade its being near that 
might break upon the world any moment. Now, let 
well considered, the apostles taught the near coming 
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Christ for the final judgment fact, they were simply 
mistaken, and have grave difficulties dispose under 
the question their real inspiration or, they held that 
nothing forbade its being near that might break upon 
the world during their own lifetime, and therefore, for the 
sake the best moral impression, men should exhorted

Palestine. The general sense seems that, des- 
pite the richness promise and the fulness love which 
ought inspire faith everywhere, yet the Son Man, 
coming bring retribution the apostate Jewish people, 
will scarcely find any faith there. The immediate moral 
force the remark upon his hearers greater applied 
the nearer coming than the more remote one. 

John (xxi. 21-23) gives words that passed between our 
Lord and Peter relative John’s death. Peter inquired, 
Lord, what this man (John); what about his death? 
which Jesus will that tarry till come, 
what that thee?” From this saying went abroad 
that John would not die, based the assumption that the 
coming Christ referred was his final one, for the general 
resurrection. But John sets aside this interpretation, and 
with the assumption which rested, throwing back 
therefore upon Christ’s nearer coming the one referred to. 
Such was the fact. John lived till after Christ came destroy 
the Jewish city and temple.

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PHRASEOLOGY THE APOSTLES SPEAKING 
THIS SUBJECT. 


From what Christ pass what his apostles 
thought. surely reasonable expect definite correla- 
tion between his teachings and their creed. his unre- 
corded sayings, which were many (John xiv. 26; xx. 30; 
xxi. can take account, nor need them for 
our present purpose. The sayings that are recorded are 
precisely those which made most impression the minds 
the disciples. manifestly safe assume that these 
recorded words did make substantial impression their 
minds before they were written. After they had passed into 
the writings recognized inspired, they would naturally 
hold and even increase their power over the current thought 
the apostles and the churches. their means 
interpreting Christ’s words correctly, must seen that 
they had, least some respects, the advantage over us, 
inasmuch they had the attendant circumstances for the 
most part before them; could ask all the explanations they 
opportunities which, they have told us, they often 
improved. 

come now the question. What were the 
views the apostles, and what the true sense their words, 
regard the Christ’s final coming? have be- 
fore our minds this special inquiry: Did they believe that 
this coming was then near hand the sense being 
probably, even possibly, occur within their own life- 
Were they under this great mistake the actual 
fact? Did they think that the work the gospel age was 
nearly finished that they might look for Christ’s final 
coming and the end the world within one year five 
Obviously they held this view point intel- 
lectual judgment and belief, they were greatly mistaken. 
Are holden the laws interpretation give their words 
which convicts them this mistake? These ques- 
tions shall have continually view our considera- 
tion their words. 
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All thoughtful minds will see that our construction 
their words should governed considerations drawn 
from the following sources: (1) The words themselves which 
they use the time this final coming and the end 
the world. (2) Whatever qualifying, modifying expressions 
they may have used define more precisely the sense 
their words. (3) What they report said them 
Jesus Christ this subject. (4) What they themselves 
say the work the gospel age, the extent it, and 
therefore the time must demand. (5) must not fail 
take into account that law mind under which future 
events are made seem very near virtue not their 
nearness time, but their vastness, their impressiveness, 
their momentous relations our present and eternal life.

Those which speak last “last days”;

The point time when Christ 
offered himself once, defined being “in the end the 
worlds [ages], had certainly passed. Consequenly the 
tles must have spoken their own times being the last 
latter time, the end point junction the ages, 
the point where the former age the world ended and the 
latter age begun. Therefore this phraseology fails give 
any light whatever their views the length this 
latter age the world. They simply spoke the time then 
present its relation the ages the past these 
We, this nineteenth century, might use the same 
phraseology our times related the six thousand years 
since the creation, and yet imply nothing whatever our 
views the period yet intervene before the world shall 
end. may therefore set aside this entire group passages 
irrelevant our main question, for they give not the 
least light the point whether the apostles did did not 
believe the final coming Christ near time. 
important notice these passages because, the superficial 
reader, they often seem strong, not decisive, proof 
that the apostles thought their own times close upon the

(2) That 
the reason why not, apparently, because that coming 
was thought near point time, but because was 
practically vital the Christian life. Lord Jesus 
Christ was the very soul primitive Christianity.

troduce him. Nothing less than this lies his words the 
Philippians (i.

(Compare also 8.) Their usual thought 
and expression, however, associate the heavenly state with 
Christ’s second coming. Under the special circumstances 
the apostles this need not surprise us, nor does prove 

that they really regarded this final coming near time. 
These various considerations sufficiently account for the 
words and the thought this group texts, their earnest 
looking, and ardent longing for Christ’s promised coming, 
without all involving the doctrinal belief that this coming 

was actually close hand.

(2) Paul’s first letter the Thessalonians, speaks 
himself and those whom wrote might remain 
earth living till Christ’s final coming, and then, with 
intervening death, taken meet the Lord the air.

what precedes, might imply that this event might, and 
probably would, break upon them suddenly distant 
day.

protests that they misunderstood his meaning. assures 
them that great events, occupying, the passage com- 
monly interpreted, many centuries, must intervene. Now, 
the point make here is, that this disclaimer squarely, 
peremptorily, forbids their construction Paul’s words. For

Who does not know that practically think 
the eternal world near afar time according 
not take home our heart the vastness its issues 
and their most vital bearings upon our personal well-being 
Many sinner under pungent conviction guilt, has really 
felt that hell itself was opening that instant beneath his very 
feet! does not care estimate the intervening 
does not look the matter that way. Guilt and doom 
are impressively connected, they seem him almost the 
same thing, and guilt being awfully present cannot but 
feel that doom close upon him. The same law applies 
the joyous experiences God’s children. The soul may 
fully bathed the atmosphere the Saviour’s presence 
becomes quite unnatural and scarcely possible 
conceive him far away. Continuous and impressive 
thought upon the glory his second coming makes that 
coming seem sweetly near, not because believed 
near time, but because the solemnity, the glory, the im- 
the scene have thoroughly taken possession 
the heart. may call this the practical, distinguished 
from the purely conception the witness the 
heart, and not the chronological calculation the head. 
Now the apostles were all men most sure have these 
heart-conceptions the Saviour’s final coming. Had not 
they seen him rising bodily from earth toward heaven, till 
cloud glory enfolded and bore him from their view? And 
could they ever forget those words: shall yet see him 
come have seen him go,” only with glory and majesty 
far more grand and sublime?

And this harmo- 
nizes with the drift the apostle’s argument. urging 
the duty love, and this point enforcing the twofold 
responsibility (a) the augmented light this gospel age 
compared the ignorance that preceded 
the fact that they were rapidly nearing the con- 
summation their blessedness the heavenly salvation, 
nearer now than when they first believed. assumes that 
they are already the gospel the night 
the foregoing darkness rapidly passing away. Let them 
live under just sense these blessings; let them bear 
worthily these responsibilities.

iv. 5): Therefore judge nothing before the time, until the

Peter had these 
grand purposes the gospel age before his mind, and there- 
fore had sufficient data bearing the time this coming 
decide readily that was not then near time. Some 
persons receive vague impression that the time was sup- 
posed very near from the words: Looking for and 
hasting unto the coming the day God.” seems 
them that hurrying toward the event and laboring shorten 
the intervening time (which they accept nearly 
quite the apostle’s meaning) must imply that was supposed 
near time, almost within sight. But Peter’s words 
include preposition corresponding “unto.” 
awaiting, expresses fairly the sense his rather 
the bringing the heart into warm and fervid contact with 
that sublime, impressive, momentous truth than hasting our- 
selves toward it, hasting its occurrence bring nearer 
tous. These last-named constructions, indeed, are not 
thought of. 
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Some who assume that the apostles believed 
final coming even then near time, would logically 
infer, that because they believed then, ought believe 
sonow. But they held this positive belief the actual 
time the final coming, they held one positive error; and 
shall insisted that because they held this error ought 
hold the same? Are Christian people asked receive 
such logic divine authority reference point 
Yet further, whatever that coming Christ was which the 
apostles affirmed actually near time then, has long 
since passed, and those words cannot used prove that 
the next coming must also near time now. point 
time which was near come eighteen hundred years ago 
cannot be, the same chronological sense, near hand now, 
for the good reason that must have long since gone by. 
Those apostolic words, their precise relations 
cannot any possibility apply the present hour they 
applied present time when spoken eighteen centuries since. 
Let not misled fallacies. 

The doctrine has been put forth from influential quar- 
ters that because the apostles lived constant waiting 
expectation that the Lord would come judge the world 
soon, therefore must certainly come before the millenium. 
submit that this conclusion based logical relations. 
For their expectation fastened definite time near 
hand, was certainly without divine authority, was mis- 
take, and therefore, can prove nothing whatever regard 
the actual time that second coming. If, have as- 
sumed and sought show, was sort expectation which 
simply waited and loved and longed thing the 
would certainly admit not only eighteen hundred years’ 
delay (as has already), but equally well thousand more, 
for short millenium, indefinite thousands, for long 
one. Our position is, that inference drawn ever logically 
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from mistake worthless. The inference now under con- 
sideration cannot drawn from the true view, from the 
nature, the waiting expectation the apostolic heart. 
time-relations entered into that waiting, inference 
regard can drawn out it. 

trust has been shown that the Christian mind 
our age, not say also the general public mind, may fitly 
relieve itself all apprehensions that the apostles labored 
under any such error belief the time Christ’s final 
coming must damage their claims inspiration their 
for intelligent good sense disciples the feet 
their Master. certainly appears that their Master spake 
his then future comings clearly, not guard- 
edly, not recklessly most impressively, and never otherwise. 
That should have spoken one coming then near, and 
another the remote, undefined distance; the nearer 
one immensely vital the men his generation and 
their inexpressively valuable, moreover, through 
all future generations development the great principles 
retribution, the sublime idea judgment for the sins 
men; this should seem strange thing us; nor that 
should put the remoter coming upon the great prophetical 
canvass that its shadings should seem come out from 
behind, might say, from under the nearer one, 
seen through its light, and illustrated from its example 
this too far from being mysterious and inexplicable, 
that may well account masterly policy, thing 
consummate wisdom. Now, our present purpose let 
said, the apostles seem have made mistake appre- 
hending these prophetic fore-showings given them their 
Master. They saw the nearer coming, and spake 
their Lord had done before; they saw also the remoter com- 
ing, its nature and relations; they saw especially 
its moral bearings impressive, momentous and 
for the sake these bearings they brought near and held 
close and living contact with their hearts. But does 
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the century, the age, when this final advent 
should occur. They have given chronology this 
subject. They have said nothing, therefore, which can com- 
promise their credit inspired men. this point our 
minds may comfortably rest. 

Finally, the way which the apostles held their views 
Christ’s then future comings the nearer one really near 
time, and full illustrative power; the remoter one, with 
the element time eliminated, and therefore near only 
the sense being held close the very heart, loved, longed 
for, appreciated proximately its full and momentous value 
this truly grand model wisdom for and for all the 
ages; the very consummation practical good sense; 
thing, therefore, studied diligently and wrought into 
our heart-experiences with unsparing assiduity. Success 
this endeavor would make the now future coming stu- 
pendous moral power upon the soul. would save the 
Christian world from those sad effervescences and aberrations 
that are sure come from admitting the element time 
into our ideas Christ’s coming. Let content

The first thought which flows from this fundamental 
conception, and now our subject, this: Christ’s 
kingdom antagonism the world the kingdom 
Satan. God’s redeeming grace and the kingdom which 
calls into being are perpetual conflict with the power and 
kingdom evil for the deliverance man. 

This kingdom evil called the Bible the power 
darkness, opposed the kingdom God’s dear Son; 
the kingdom Satan, opposed the kingdom Christ 
the world, opposed the kingdom heaven. The last 
the most frequent designation, not because the world 
conterminous with the reign evil, but because subject 
it, and the part immediately contact with the king- 
dom righteousness. only understand this use 
the world,” representing the kingdom and power 
darkness its direct antagonism Christ’s kingdom, that 
get the full significance many the sayings Christ 
and his apostles. miss their power suppose the 
world,” they often use it, means only earthly goods.!

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This antagonism appears the opening Genesis, 
Man sinless Eden encircled and protected the law 
which prohibits him from evil. When transgression 
has overleaped the law, which encircled him, 
into the midst circumjacent evil, the law becomes sword 
fire shutting him out from good, himself victim the 
power evil, and henceforth part it. Nor was the 
antagonism that the law only, but deliverance from the 
curse the law itself come through conflict and suffer- 
ing: “it shall bruise thy head, and thou shalt 
Men are not represented here each isolated 
individuality, but related powers good and evil 
which existed before man existed, and the scope whose 
action outreaches the sphere human life. This 
analogy with nature. man’s health does not depend 
altogether his personal care it. There are cosmic 
agencies under which the earth itself sickens 
out pestilential and the black death, the cholera, 
and plagues whatever name move around the globe. And 
there are always invigorating cosmic influences from the 
sun, the air, the ocean, and the land, without which 
human forethought could sustain life. the Bible, from 
its very opening, represents the spiritual relations man. 
The writer Genesis knew not the earth’s relation other 
worlds and systems; but knew that man’s relations 
extended beyond the earth. The power darkness has put 
its blight man. God seeking the lost man bring 
him back righteousness and earth battle- 
field for the soul man between the powers heaven and 
hell.

world. 

When Christ came not only declared this conflict, but 
his own life set forth. From the temptation the wilder- 
ness until his death was assailed the powers dark- 
ness; but before died saw Satan lightning fall from 
heaven, the token victory. 

remarkable that the beginning each dispensa- 
tion have this conflict set forth between chosen champions, 
and open the gaze all generations. the beginning, 
Adam, type unaided man, meets the adversary and falls. 
the opening the gospel dispensation, Jesus, the Re- 
deemer, type man quickened God’s grace, meets the 
adversary and conquers. 

The conflict Christ’s kingdom against the kingdom 
Satan constantly insisted the apostles, and 
triumph. 
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Thus the scriptures, from beginning end, set forth this 
conflict didactic expositions, prophecy, and history, 
The history redemption the history this conflict, 


The history this conflict essentially the history 


man. 
remains consider some the truths involved this 
scriptural conception. 


assumes the Existence Sin the Essential Evil. 

The theory, which gaining currency, that sin nec- 
essary process the development finite spirit, annihi- 
lates the significance both sin and evil. process necessary 
the development the being cannot sin, because 
constitutionally necessary for the perfection the being; 
cannot essentially evil, since the necessary means 
the highest good. According this theory the soul 
fever. Children are born with constitutional liability 
certain diseases, which can removed only having them; 
and the parent rejoices when his child has taken one 
these diseases and well through it. the Infinite Father 
rejoices his children take and through the disease 
sin. Some have more lightly than others, but all come 
out last freed from the liability have all alike, 
even way the brothel the gallows, are passing 
through the necessary stages growth their full perfec- 
tion. this theory, there neither sin nor evil the 
universe, and there can antagonism them. Rather 
God and man will desire every one pass through the 
necessary amount sin rapidly possible. This 
annihilating the significance sin and evil, annihilates 
the significance Christianity, which redemption from 
sin. Nor the theory tenable any consistent doctrine 
rationalism. belongs sheer naturalism, and ten- 
able only the supposition that man merely germ 
force nature necessarily developed under the action 
cosmic agencies. 
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II. Love, whether God Man, must irreconcilable 
Antagonism and Warfare against Sin, and cannot con- 
sent that any Being should Blessed it. 

This evident from the nature sin transgression 
law. 

Law not the fiat will, not even God’s will; but 
the truth reason. Reason necessarily knows itself 
authoritative and and every rational being knows 
himself under obligation obey reason, that is, act 
harmony with rationality. Will, the power choice and 
volition, will the basis character, subject law, and 
incapable creating law. when enforcing law 
the superior law reason which subject. Any 
other enforcement will its own behests not the reign 
potic will. Itis the reign force: might makes right.” 


God’s will originates law, but obeys the eternal principles 


the divine reason, and obedience them enforces them 
law throughout the universe. That which highest 
the universe not power nor will; reason. 

When Positivism argues that the order nature proves 
the absence will, the argument irrelevant; for law not 
will, but reason. Every conception the universe 
cosmos, orderly and beautiful whole, implies that 
reason supreme it, that pervaded rationality, 
expressive rational principles, and subject them laws. 
This implied the arrangement all individuals 
scientific classes and systems, and the reduction all forces 
under scientific laws. the basis induction the 
fundamental postulate, inadequately expressed the prin- 
ciple the uniformity nature, which all induction 
rests. Without induction reaches conclusion, observa- 
tion only accumulates facts signifying nothing, the difference 
between the rational and the absurd annihilated, rationality 
extruded from the universe, and science itself becomes 
impossible. 
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the thoughts principles the supreme reason, the 
law nature and the moral law are alike. When the 
action both molecules and masses discover mathe- 
matical laws, when discover that natural objects are all 
arranged scientific classes and systems, but discover 
the principles the divine reason expressed the works 
God, and may adopt literal truth the exclamation the 
rapt Kepler, God, think thy thoughts after thee.” 
like manner moral law the eternal thoughts God, the 
principles reason, the constituent elements rationality 
respecting the conduct and character rational beings, 
which every such being virtue his rationality must 
recognize law himself. 

The laws nature, far now known, are many. 
The law rational agents one; its real principle ex- 
pressed the one word— Love, then must present 
itself first law. This law must absolute, supreme, 
unchangeable. law were the fiat will, beginning, 
change, abrogation would conceivable. But law, 
the truth reason, necessarily eternal and unchangeable; 
for change would change rationality itself, 
annihilate the difference between the rational and the absurd, 
make reason itself irrational. 

follows that sin attempt the part rational 
being realize absurdity. fight against reason. 
And this, the transgression the law love analagous 
the trangression the laws nature. The will may 
refuse submission the reason, and work antagonism 
it, but cannot exalt itself nullify abrogate the 
law. Thus the sphere nature man may spend his 
life trying produce mechanism perpetual motion 
but spending his life thus, expends, wastes, loses it; 
the effort realize absurdity must vain. 
sinner spends, wastes, loses himself vain effort realize 
absurdity. The divine law is: Love God and man.” 
The principle which sin aims that self supreme, 
and God and all creatures should serve it; more monstrous 
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than the old astronomy, that the earth the centre around 
which all planets and suns revolve daily. The result must 
the waste and perdition the soul. the Bible, there- 
fore, the sinner called indiscriminately sinner fool. 
impossible for any man miss losing himself being 
castaway when consumes his energies antagonism 
eternal reason, and all the laws which rule the universe, 
and the cosmic agencies which act harmony therewith, 
and thus takes the essential evil into his own character and 
constitutes his own life. 

Observe, here, that the selfish character itself the essen- 
tial evil. When you put your finger the fire, the evil 
not the pain suffered, but the destruction the finger. The 
pain good; evinces the continuance life the 
finger resisting the fire that destroys and warning you 
withdraw it. The evil complete when the calcined bone lies 
insensible, consuming the fire. the evil sin not 
the suffering which causes, but the bosom pleasure which 
gives. The suffering good, evincing the continuance 
moral sensibility and warning the evil. evil the 
heart’s joy sin, when the soul happy sin, insensible 
the fire that consumes it; when the soul chooses the evil, 
prefers the good, accepts with joy the good. The 
full significance this preference given the words 
Milton’s Satan 

Evil, thou good.” 

Sin, the transgression law, being essential evil, 
cannot consent that any rational being blessed it; 
love itself must visit with penalty. Therefore reason, 
supreme law, demands love pain perdition. Thus 
declared the absolute antagonism love, supreme, in- 
exorable, eternal law, sin the essential evil. eter- 
nal perdition the ungodly signifies that, under the law 
supreme and universal reason, which the law love, sin 
has tolerance now hereafter, here any place; 


that all places his boundless domain, all ages his 
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reign forever, God meets sin only with antagonism. this 
not so, sin not essential, but only incidental evil; 
conceivable doctrine immutable right possible; reason 
ceases contrary the irrational, and rationality itself 
ceases have the powers the universe, 
longer expressing the perfect law love, are truce with 
absurdity and wrong; and evil extinguishes itself 
apotheosis into good.

cise love also obedience law, and involves the harmony 
the will with the reason, and its consent and allegiance 
the law which reason imposes. Therefore there neces- 
sarily duality love; contains two elements; rather 
presents itself two aspects. Considered itself, uni- 
versal good-will, call good-will benevolence. Con- 
sidered the harmony the will with the reason, the 
consent allegiance the will law, call righteous- 
ness. had corresponding words Latin derivation, 
should call the former bene-volence, the latter recte-volence 
the former having regard universal well-being, the latter 
universal right, the supremacy and universal reign 
law. 

The duality reason and will inherent the conception 
rational being. The duality love, the abiding 
preference the will choosing universal well-being the 
supreme end, and its harmony therein with reason and obe- 
dience its law, necessary consequent. are thus 
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able supply defect Edwards’s doctrine virtue, finding 
for righteousness not merely place tolerance, but 
for the philosophical exposition the facts. 
But, the duality reason and will unity, they 
being names the mind itself different aspects, the duality 
love also unity. Since universal good-will what 
reason commands law, the exercise itself the 
harmony the will with the consent alle- 
giance the will law. thus the harmony the mind 
with itself its two inseparable aspects rationality and 
freedom. God the same duality unity will that 
almighty eternal harmony with reason that absolute 
that the word which the life-giving gospel, God love,” 
also the true and deepest philosophy his being. the 
love which the gospel requires, the mind not only 
comes into harmony with itself, but also with God and with 
the laws the entire universe. Ethical philosophers con- 
tinually omit from their systems one the other these two 
aspects love; they make virtue consist either uni- 
versal good-will with recognition law, else obedi- 
ence law with recognition its real principle 
universal love. the former case, the universe resolved 
into joint-stock company, which each person has weight 
according his number shares; God himself more 
account than man only because greater quantity 
and the idea supreme law lost. Then the appropriate 
prayer would that which the Maid Orleans said 
have extorted from Lahyre: Jehovah, pray thee 
much for Lahyre this time his distress, would 
for thee, were Jehovah and thou wert 
that attributed Richard Coeur Lion, the chronicles 
his crusade: How unwilling should forsake thee 
forlorn and dreadful condition were thy Lord and 
Advocate thou art mine.” This the appropriate liturgy 
the Benthamites. the latter case, the theory virtue 
comes round into itself circle; virtue choosing the 
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worthiness, without defining what worthy. Thus the 
law has real principle, but consists only the empty 
requirement obedience itself. 

Love thus duplex and yet one; like the sun’s ray 
light and like electricity acting opposite poles 
with seemingly antagonistic phenomena, yet one force; like 
all the bipolar forces nature, two and yet one two 
order one. 

such, love must react antagonism sin; and the 
intensity the reaction must proportioned the inten- 
sity the love. The love, which its essential nature 
consent and allegiance the law, must essentially 
love without reaction against sin, light 
which casts when obstructed, mechanical 
action without reaction. That comfortable tolerance 
wrong, which mistaken for Christian charity, proof 
the sluggishness the moral such that 
the vitals virtue may stabbed and the soul not wince, 
the jelly-fish may torn pieces and give sign 
pain offence. 

The same evident from the nature love considered 
the object loved. 

are love God and our that is, all beings, 
universal But all rational beings are subjects 
both character and happiness. chemistry thought 
can identify these two. Love, therefore, must have respect 
both the character and the happiness the being that 
loved. appears again the duality unity love. 
seeks the blessedness its object right character, 
benevolence. 

may present the same thought another light. Love 
seeks universal well-being. But the universal well-being 
summum bonum, which love seeks, not happiness enjoy- 
ment. primarily right character, the perfection and 
harmony the being, and secondarily, the happiness joy 
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incidental it. This blessedness. The only blessedness 
the blessedness the righteous. Happiness joy 
incident ill-being really well-being. drunken 
man very happy, but pity and despise him for his 
maudlin joy. The very wretchedness the sinner his joy 
his sin; joy that unworthy him; joy that which 
right-hearted man capable only shame and sorrow; 
joy which makes the subject incapable the blessedness 
the righteous; joy which the heat the fire that 
consuming him. Reason rejects absurd the doctrine 
Bentham, that virtue the art maximising happiness all 
happiness the same kind measured only quan- 
tity the happiness Paul glorying tribulation and 
heroic sacrifice and toil for the salvation men the same 
kind joy the sensualist, measured the 
pailful, like the swill which satisfies swinish appetite. The 
joys incident gratified desires are inseparable from sensi- 
tivity, and therefore remain the sinner. But these joys 
intensify the eagerness and increase the swiftness with which 
rushes ruin. them his steps take hold hell; 
them reaches out his eager hands perdition, stooping 
downwards runs. while with progress sin the 
desires and passions grow more powerful stimulate, the 
attendant joys become less satisfying, and are transformed 
into ghastliness; like the greed which rusts and consumes 
the miser’s soul, and the reeking heats which the soul 
the sensualist ferments and rots. 

Well-being comprising the two elements character and 
happiness, find the two elements righteousness 
and benevolence the love which seeks universal well-being. 
And since the only worthy happiness incidental right 
character, benevolence desires for men other happiness, 
and thus unity with righteousness, seeking universal 
well-being only harmony with the supreme law, only 
the blessedness the righteous. 

Therefore without righteousness benevolence cannot realize 
its own ends; deteriorates into maudlin fondness, 
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rejoices evil good, until, transformed into the very 
opposite itself, all its sweetness fermented into acidity 
and corruption. Take away from love the element right- 
eousness, and you take away its self-consistency, its authority, 
its god-like majesty, and its power bless. The benevolence 
which left isa mere amiableness, desire please every- 
body, jelly good nature yielding every pressure. The 
wicked man comes trampling into the presence this amia- 
ble person, defrauding the ignorant, grinding the poor, 
crushing the weak, rising office intrigue, bribery, 
oppression, and this amiable man only desires 
Nimrod very happy, would have him indulged, humored, 
satisfied. fond amiablness! vain benevolence 
lence defeating itself, desiring make everybody happy, and 
thereby helping make the ungodly more wicked and his 
wickedness more destructive. 

What thus obvious the case individual true 
tlie universe large. The universe being the expression 
the law reason, the swmmum bonum can found only 
conformity with that law. attempt realize the 
greatest good without righteousness would attempt 
subvert the supreme reason, break down the eternal laws 
the universe, the moenia which 
protect the rights and enforce the obligations all rational 
beings, and make peace and possible throughout 
the worlds. 

Therefore love cannot prompt even that sinner 
should happy his sin. the contrary meets him 
with indignant antagonism; indignant antagonism, the 
absence which the absence moral strength and gran- 
deur character, and marks the man sneak; in- 
dignant antagonism justified all that justifies the supremacy 
reason, and the absence which the weak consent 
the soul unreason and misrule. 

And this antagonism essential the very nature 
love. righteousness because love. fills the 
world with blessing; yet does virtue its persist- 
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ence maintaining its own authority law antagonism 
sin; does so, therefore, because the last resort utters 
itself judgment and condemnation. Electricity commonly 
works diffusing blessings through all nature; but 
when its equilibrium disturbed, and its silent and life- 
giving flow interrupted, then thunder-bolt. And its 
power bless arises from this very quality its nature, 
which makes it, when disturbed, thunder-bolt. could 
not smite the red lightning would also powerless for 
good. The sun’s light ministers all life and growth, and 
sustains the forces nature. But could not were 
not its nature burn; were not, when disturbed 
its diffusion, obstructed, accumulated, consuming fire. 
with love. The Scripture says, God consum- 
ing does not mean that God consumes his wrath 
all who approach him. diffuses his love through all the 
universe bless it, the sun diffuses his light. But when 
that love concentrated transgressor, the love itself 
found consuming fire. this were not so, love 
would unable diffuse its benign influence, quickening 
life and joy throughout the universe. 

This antagonism accordant with the common moral 
sentiment mankind. 

Dr. Channing says: must not mistake Christian 
benevolence had but one voice, that soft entreaty. 
can speak piercing and awful tones. There constantly 
going our world conflict between good and evil..... 
That deep feeling evils which necessary effectual 
conflict with them and which marks God’s most powerful 
messengers mankind, cannot breathe itself soft and 
tender accents. The deeply-moved soul will speak strongly, 
and ought speak move and shake the

From 
the days Job until now the anxious question has been, 
Wherefore the wicked live, become old, yea, are mighty 
And always relief has been found the same 
answer, will award them just retribution.” 
grand chorus the ages here, the voices children and 
savages, poets and philosophers, prophets aud apostles, 
generations standing with hands uplifted God, 
ing that wickedness may not with impunity: For the 
crying the needy, for the oppression the poor, for the 
sighing the prisoner Lord, and render into the 
bosom the wicked the reproach wherewith they have 
reproached thee.” And from the holy and blessed heaven 
opened John issues the voice the martyrs slain 
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triumphant wickedness: How long, Lord, holy and true, 
dost thou not judge and avenge our blood them that 
dwell the earth”?

its triumph, and gives without discrimination equal reward 
with the righteous.” 


Love must carry with and express Redemption the 
Element Righteousness and its Essential Antagonism 
Sin. 

Otherwise love redemption would cease love; for 
whenever righteousness eliminated from love, love loses 
its essential nature and ceases love. 

Otherwise sin would not essential but only incidental 


evil, which under certain conditions love may approach with 


expression antagonism. Redemption redemption 
from sin; thus the very act redemption the recognition 
sin itself the essential evil, from which the whole action 
redemption seeks deliver the sinner, and which the 
essential antagonism love must exercised and expressed 
the very act redemption. 

Hence redemption the divine love must make 
ment for sin. redeeming the sinner the divine love 
cannot divest itself its character law. must secure 
the sinner’s redemption such way maintain the 
authority law, and exercise, express, and satisfy the 
eternal righteousness that the essential antago- 
nism love sin and the nature sin essential evil 
appear even the act redeeming the sinner. This law 
love being constituent element rationality, being 
eternal the divine reason and the constituting principle

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the universe, must equally law redemption; and 
the righteousness, which the consent the will the law 
and without which love ceases love, must exercised, 
expressed, and satisfied redemption. And since redem 
tion wrought God for the sinner, and not the sinner 
for himself, this exercise, expression, 
righteousness redemption made God for the sinner, 
and not the sinner for himself. therefore vicarious, 
And since this exercise, expression, and satisfaction have 
been historically made through the incarnation, the hu- 
miliation, suffering, and death Christ, follows that 
are historically the vicarious and atoning action God for 
the sinner, wherein redeeming the sinner God both 
righteous and declares his righteousness.! 


vicarious atonement is, therefore, inherent the idea

Redemption, carried onwards its consummation, 
always conflict. The love, which carries the glad tidings 
redemption through the world, can never divest itself 
its authority and severity law. The hand which extends 
the lost holy and sovereign hand, the blessing which 
offers pardoning mercy, its invitation the sinner 
faith the Redeemer, repentance, humiliation, and self- 
surrender, and its approach the sinner save him 
always with commanding majesty, revealing awful 
goodness 

The historical character redemption makes necessary 
that the conflict between Christ’s kingdom and Satan’s turn

King. Religious truths and moral precepts are common 
heritage man, and under various forms are traced 
all history. Christianity consisted essentially doc- 
trines precepts, would one the religions the 
world, and the same plane with them, and would lose all 
its characteristics.

The thought which have now been considering the 
one thought ‘of the wonderful epistle from which these 
quotations have been made. That epistle not argu- 
ment; makes progress. rather lyric, reiterating 
varied forms the thought that redeeming love and all that 
grows out are warfare against sin. Christ the 
word God, the eternal life entered into humanity life- 
giving was manifested among men.

though may exclude its life-giving efficacy from 


the sinner’s heart. But God’s love still rolls on, filling every 
creature according its capacity and disposition with the 
fulness God, and flooding with its glory even the heart 
that shuts itself against it. converging the 
sinner, must act like the sunshine the seed, and, failing 
quicken it, hastens its corruption. But the love remains pure 
love. All the sin the universe powerless check its out- 
flow, lessen its fulness and extent, vitiate its divine purity 
and sweetness, infect with any taint malignity 
ill-will. When the Bible speaks God’s hatred sinners, 
only declares popular language the righteousness which 
essential love the real principle law, and which 
unchangeable antagonism selfishness and sin. When 
President Edwards says lost sinners, God never loved 
but hates them, and they will forever 
hated God; you will see nothing God, and receive 
nothing from him but perfect uses language 
seemingly denying that God loves the world, and dropping 
out from love its essential element good-will. Christ 
weeping over Jerusalem expresses, under human limitations, 
the heart God condemning the wicked the tears declar- 
ing his inextinguishable good-will, while the declaration 
the inevitable doom declares his righteousness.

the love. Religion does not consist primarily hating the 
devil, but loving God and man. The opposition sin, 
being reaction love, must its essence love. And 
love every manifestation, whether God man, must 
absolutely exclude selfishness, ill-will, and hate, light ex- 
cludes darkness. While approaching sinners can never 
divest itself its majesty the real principle God’s law, 
still love. 

And love its conflict with sin, and seeking save 
sinners the highest and most truly divine love. Love 
sinners love its furthest reach and greatest love 
which even vileness and defiant malignity cannot repel 
love embracing sinners the sunshine cherishes the reeking 
mould, its own absolute purity incapable defilement 
the contact, and quickening life the corruption.. Love 
sinners the highest type love; the love Christ 
submerged humanity and bearing the sins men save 
them, yet revealing the indefectible purity love; declaring 
the majesty the law, yet dying redeem sinners from its 
curse. Love sinners love most distinctively imperish- 
able and unconquerable the vilest unable his greatest 
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sins restrain the forthcoming that love, check 
goes its divine course suffering and sorrow, 
prevent its opening wide the sinner the golden gates 
mercy, and proclaiming with infinite tenderness, Whosoever 
will, let him come.” Like Christ’s every Christian’s 
love sinners. However wicked sinner may become, 
has power quench Christian love him, sup- 
press as, imperishable, like the love Christ, breathes 
prayer, prompts efforts, suffering, and sacrifice, 
save the sinner from his sins.

And 
the living seed continually conquering the conflict, not 
destroying its opponents, but transforming them into 
its own organization. Thus the slender germ shoots into 
the upper air, and lifts itself victory over gravitation, and 
builds its great trunk and boughs, and crowns itself with 
leaves, transforming the soil, the air, and the rain into 
organic strength and beauty. Such the kingdom God; 
mustard-seed growing into tree, vital power from God 
transforming the world into kingdom righteousness. 

And this its strength lies. The earth which lies heavy 
cannot suppress its pale and tender shoot rising 
with the force life into the air. with the growth 
the kingdom God. However ancient and solid any in- 
stitution evil, cannot suppress the vital force love 
quickening any seed truth. Any reformation, which 
thus the bursting into growth this vital force, will prove 
itself irresistible. 

When vital organ invaded foreign substance 
which cannot transform expel, its resistance uncom- 
promising and persistent unto death. When speck dust 
enters the eye, the eye resists and expels with weeping; 
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and will itself perish, resisting and weeping, cannot expel 
the intruder. prompt, uncompromising, and persistent 
the resistance love sin, resistance with weeping and 
suffering, and, does not prevail, persistent unto death. 


The greater the Energy with which Christian Love acts, 
the more energetic will the Antagonism against it. 

Christ’s word always fan winnowing the wheat from 
the chaff. The power redemption necessarily power 
separation. must separate that which renews and 
vitalizes from that which cannot assimilate. The Saviour’s 
voice calls out into separate flock the sheep that know 
and follow him. “The mustard-seed separates from the soil the 
matter which transforms into itself and which grows.

fight with the falsehoods and sins human life. Every 
Christian Hercules slaying monsters. 

Jesus put himself into actual contact with humanity, 
entered into quick sympathy with its life 
and with the feeling our 
bore its sorrows and its sins, and virtue was always going 
out him save, every Christian, and especially every 
Christian minister, with whatever knowledge, culture, spirit- 
ual power, lives immediate contact with humanity, 
with the feeling its infirmities, sympathy with 
its sorrows and its joys, meeting its wants, its errors and 
its sins, and constantly with virtue going out him help 


‘and save. 


The battle against the kingdom darkness, not the 
abstract, but the actual sophistries, temptations, and sins, 
the actual evil opinions, customs, and institutions, which 
the powers darkness are deceiving and destroying men. 

important sure that our warfare reality, 
and not name only, against the kingdom darkness. 
addressing assembly students for the ministry may 
not amiss say that ministers have usually been suf- 
ficiently given controversy and warfare; but often 
internecine, for differences philosophy and forms, against 
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parallelogram forces determine what small resultant 
bears the object moved. has even been urged, 
their discredit, that exhausting their strength these feuds 
they have exerted earnest and effectual influences against 
the rapacity, dishonesty, and oppression, which are corrupting 
society. must added that the present unsettling 
thought and confusion and conflict opinion respecting 
reform and progress, when the advocacy the pope’s infal- 
libility and temporal power goes side side with the 
advocacy woman’s suffrage and agrarian rights for 
working-men, demands spiritual discernment know the 
truth and escape being found fighting against The 
security is, that the soul fresh and living sympathy 
with the living Saviour rather than with the hortus siccus 
creeds and systems, and living sympathy with humanity 
its actual life. The Saviour says: sheep hear 
only are sympathy with him, receiving 
through the Spirit his thought and life into our own, and 
sympathy like him with man, that shall know his voice 
amid the babel voices this age: understand more 
than the ancients because keep thy 
discernment and far-sightedness come from keeping God’s 
precepts. When statesmen, having affinity for the law 
God and the spiritual life love, recommend measures 
for the welfare the state which assume that selfishness 
the only power considered human affairs, and 
fatally mistake the drift and movement human thought 
miss the measures needed for the welfare society, the 
spiritual mind discerns the spiritual forces which the carnal 
mind knows not, and proclaims with prophetic far-sightedness 
the principles justice which alone safety can found. 
This the man who delivers the city. 

The fact that life battle demands every Christian 
the spirit martyrdom. There cannot Christian life 
without it. who has not learned value duty, fidelity, 
the kingdom Christ, more than property, reputation, 
life, has not learned the first lesson Christian living.

Their plaudits not break 
the silence eternity and fall mortal ears; but there 
joy heaven over one sinner that times 
declension when Christ’s kingdom overborne the 
world, the ear faith can hear the cry the martyrs wailing 
the triumph wickedness: How long, Lord, faithful 
and true”? And the great cloud witnesses exult the 
grand and solemn joy eternity for every instance fidelity, 


for every heroic achievement love, and send the com- 


batant their words cheer: thou faithful unto death, 
and thou shalt receive the crown life.”

THE PECULIARITY CHRISTIAN VIRTUE INVOLVED THE FACT 
THAT ORIGINATES REDEMPTION. 

the banquet Boston the Chinese embassy, 
tinguished literary man quoted the maxim Confucius: 
not others what you would not that they should 
you.” that remarkable occasion when heathenism and 
Christianity were confronted before the world, evidently 
intended intimate that the morality taught heathen 
philosophy the same with that taught 
represents type thought which has acquired currency 
argument against Christianity. The argument is, that all 
the more profound philosophies and religions the world 
recognize with more less distinctness the same principles 
morality that therefore Christianity merely one the 
religions the world and has pre-eminent claim 
divine origin. 
The first reply that the New Testament explicitly teaches 
that conscience gives all men knowledge moral law, 
that they are without excuse for Without this, Chris- 
tianity would have basis; universal religion, and even 
universal community moral sentiment, would impos- 
sible. The defenders Christianity have been earnest 
vindicate this against sceptics, who have endeavored 
establish atheism denying man’s moral nature and the 
universality moral principles. Christian apologists have 
cited the common moral sentiments different literatures; 
and have met the objection, founded the conflicting judg- 
ments different peoples respecting the moral character 
outward actions, showing that they all appeal the same

justification these diverse actions. The 
heathen woman who religiously throws her child into the 
Ganges, the slaveholder, the despot, they attempt justify 
their actions, appeal the same principles which 
appeal condemning them. welcome the concession 
this point Comte, Buckle, and writers their school, 
and rejoice the research which has established the Chris- 
tian doctrine beyond further controversy. 

second reply is, that Jesus was not distinctively 
teacher philosophy ethics, nor even lawgiver; but 
was the Redeemer the world. assumes that God’s 

already known and already transgressed. comes 
men from sin and guilt which they are already 
conscious. presupposes and takes into his teaching 
the religious and moral truths acknowledged the religions 
and philosophies the world; but himself the Re- 
bringing God’s love into human history 
energy redeeming grace, making propitiation for sin, and 
quickening sinners into the life faith and love. speaks 
word promise and hope man, quickens sinful 
humanity the germinant forces new and spiritual life, 
establishes his kingdom righteousness, and sets humanity 
forth progress realize the ideals moral and spiritual 
perfection both the life the individual and the civiliza- 
tion society. whatever extent may possible con- 
sistently with historical facts demonstrate agreement 
between Christianity and the religions and philosophies 
the world, the demonstration has force. against the dis- 
tinctive claim Christianity divine origin and authority. 

The English writers the last century the Evidences 
Christianity, urging the superior morality the New 
Testament, sometimes wrote they regarded Christianity 
simply system ethics. They thus unwittingly ad- 
mitted rationalism into the very defences Christianity, 
and betrayed their position their adversaries; they invited 
the objection under consideration and others similar 
character, which have force against Christianity 
historical redemption. 
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But, for the very reason that Christianity distinctively 
redemption, Christian virtue must have certain distinctiye 
peculiarities the Christian conception virtue must dis. 
tinct from and superior the conception virtue the 
mind one who ignorant redemption, and knows only 
the moral law. This our present The Peculiarity 
and Superiority Christian Virtue involved the fact that 
originates Redemption from Sin. 


Christian Virtue springs from the Consciousness Sin 
through Consciousness Justification Recon- 
ciliation with God. 

Christianity does not create the sense sin and 
has been powerful all religions. look with awe 
the human race, bound and writhing through 
the sense guilt, like the Laocoon the embrace the 
serpents, the marble anguish unchanging through all the 
ages. 

The consciousness guilt not ennobling, but the con- 
trary. involves certain abjectness. its nature 
the consciousness failure, unworthiness, ill-desert. 

demnation for self-respect. the consciousness having 

claim the approval either God man. depresses 
with fear; overshadows with crushes 
despair. makes life dread the future, despair 
the present, lament for the past. The whole consciousness 
becomes concentrated the one daily and doleful cry: 

are all poor creatures.” 

Both the ethnic religions and the ethnic philosophies fail 
the presence this terrific fact the consciousness sin. 

Neither can evoke life virtue from it. Their failures, 

however, are opposite directions. 

All religions necessarily intensify the sense sin. They 
quicken the moral nature; they bring God and the unseen 
world and retribution close the soul. The first effect 
depressing. The greatness God overpowers, and his 
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holiness terrifies. The presence unseen, mysterious, 
everywhere-present Being, whom cunning can deceive, 
art elude, speed evade, and power resist, paralyzes 
the soul; his burning inquisition for sin scorches it. 
only God known his redeeming love that his presence 
inspires and quickens. The defect all ethnic religions is, 
that while they bring God near the soul, they bring only 
the depressing influences his while intensifying 
the sense guilt, they leave the soul scorching its fiery 
heat. The service which they impel sacrifice and 
penance appease the divine wrath, not the life love 
which ennobles the man. The service itself superstition 
which abases. cannot respect the man whose life 
prolonged abjectness and terror the sense guilt, con- 
tinued suppression the joyousness and freedom the 
spirit, whose loftiest meditations are skull and cross- 
bones, and whose greatest deeds are the infliction torture 
himself compelling his sons through the fire 
Moloch. Hence heathen civilization the highest nobleness 
character has not ordinarily been the outgrowth the 
popular religion. 

Philosophy, the contrary, turning away from religion, 
refuses take notice sin. develops virtue from self- 
respect. develops right character, not from the sense 
sin, but from the pride virtue. Such was stoicism, the 
best type Greek philosophy. the first glance heathen 
philosophy seems have taken the better side human 
nature, and have realized higher result than the heathen 
religions. But philosophy reaches only few. Even with 
the few whom reaches, one-sided the religions. 
gets rid the sense sin only ignoring it. But 
can ignore sin only ignoring God. Man cannot know 
God without the consciousness sin. But when the con- 
sciousness sin awakened, self-respect ceases and 
virtue founded self-respect longer possible. Heathen 
philosophy, therefore, leads away from God; or, the idea 
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impersonal, divested moral power. Thus 
excluding God and the sense sin, self-respect, which 
philosophy presents the essence virtue, becomes pride 
self-sufficiency, which the essence sin. Philosophy 
preaches the very gospel which the serpent preached 
paradise: shall gods”; inculcates the very 
self-sufficiency which was the original germ human sin- 
fulness, and which declared Paul also its culmina- 
tion the anti-Christ, who, God, sitteth the temple 
God, showing himself that Besides, the sense 
sin springs from the facts human history and character; 
philosophy ignores it, but does not remove nor heal it. 
Therefore, spite philosophy, perpetually re-asserts 
itself. 

Christianity, more than any other religion, its clearer 
revelation God and his law, declares his holiness and 
justice, and intensifies the sense sin and guilt. the 
same time, its revelation Christ God’s redeeming 
love sinners, takes from the divine presence its power 
terrify and paralyze, and makes the source 
and hope; the sinner looks God’s face and sees Father 
hastening the returning prodigal fall his neck and 
kiss him. takes from the sense its power depress 
and abase, frees from the abjectness self-contempt, terror, 
and despair; and creating instead the consciousness 
justification and sonship with God, quickens new life 
free, loving service. Thus quenching the con- 
suming fire conscious guilt, and transforming the sense 
sin into dewy and refreshing penitence, calls forth 
virtue from the consciousness sin, life out from death. 
The religious life longer life penance and sacrifice 
appease God’s wrath, but the budding and blossoming 
and fruiting the soul faith and love beneath the out- 
pouring God’s love, like the opening life spring beneath 
the returning sun. Christianity thus combines the otherwise 
separate and incompatible ideas religion and philosophy 
and Christian excellence distinctively religious and 
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growing out the sense sin, realizes the nobleness 
character which philosophy abortively attempts develop 
from the pride virtue. 

This origin Christian virtue gives the following pecu- 
liarities. The sense sin deepened the thought that 
the sin against God’s love. Thus brought into 
element tenderness and penitence, God’s love had 
melted the sense sin and guilt into its own nature love. 
Hence also developed Christian virtue peculiar deli- 
cacy spiritual sensibility the difference between right 
and the soul sensitive sin, the eye speck 
dust. Another characteristic aspiration. The sense 
sin, healed through God’s redeeming grace, issues the 
most intense aspiration free from sin and like 
God. The aspiration lofty well intense. God 
Christ not only the Redeemer man, but his ideal. 
dares aspire both live intimacy with him and 
like him. His whole life becomes aspiration, prayer 
morally perfect God is; live and love like Christ. 
Here the Christian character takes into itself all the vir- 
tues which cluster around self-respect and constitute noble- 
ness, longer philosophy presented them, pride and 
self-sufficiency, but transfigured the knowledge redemp- 
tion, intimacy and sonship with God, and the promise 
being like him. The incitement noble life now is, See 
that walk worthy your high calling, that walk worthy 
Also the Christian’s belief that the Holy Spirit 
dwells him—so much above the inspiration which 
Socrates thought himself restrained from evil— gives courage 
attempt great things and joyous confidence the realiza- 
tion the highest ends. And, further, account his 
own deep sense sin, Christian, doing good, will seek 
first, and indispensable blessedness, the deliverance 
men from sin bringing them, through the consciousness 
sin, into reconciliation with God faith his redeeming 

Mill singularly fault when suggests the perfecting ethical 


science the recognition Nobleness new constituent. 
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stands, therefore, uncompromising antagonism 
sin. fondness for the sinner can beguile him into 
consent the sinner’s transgression. Christian must 
indeed meek and forgiving. But man can forgive only 
personal offences. Sin not personal offence against the 
Christian offence against reason, against the uni- 
verse, against God. Who this that forgiveth sins also? 
Who can forgive sins but God only?” the same time 
his own consciousness sin takes away from his uncom- 
promising antagonism sin, all ill-will, arrogance, and 
righteousness, and creates the tenderest compassion for sin- 
ners and Christ-like earnestness save them from their sins. 

Since Christianity, more than any other religion, intensifies 
the sense sin, while bringing with justification and de- 
liverance through God’s redeeming grace, not surprising 
that the Christian experience often moves the soul its 
depths, passing from profound sorrow and darkness, through 
many fears and struggles, the joy forgiveness and the 
enthusiasm faith and love. Such was the experience 
Paul, Augustine, Luther, Wesley, Edwards. Such experi- 
ence has been familiar all ages. This type experience, 
and the sense sin out which grows, are less noticeable 
now than some former ages. This does not necessarily 
prove decay religion. One may grow with faith 
God’s redeeming grace healing the sense sin, and the 
_whole life may pass peacefully beneath the sunshine God’s 
love. This type the Christian life has never been 
Christianity shall prevail this will more and more the 
prevalent type. the other hand, the infrequency this 
type experience may indicate the decay religion. The 
placidity may not the peacefulness faith and hope 
joined with earnestness and energy love; may the 
placidity indifference. your soul has never been moved 
its depths experience like that Paul and Augustine, 
you have reason look down them from the 
superior heights serenity above the storms. Your 
placidity may indicate the superficialness your life. You 
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may never have sounded the depths your own being, nor 
known the grandeur its relations, obligations, 
sibilities. fatal exchange escape the consciousness 
sin losing the consciousness God. 

ought look with suspicion speculations which 
tend destroy the consciousness sin and stigmatize 
fanaticism and superstition the deeper emotions, the more 
severe inward struggles and the more extatic joys religious 
experience. Such the rationalism now gaining some 
currency, which regards Christianity one the religions 
the world, the same plane with the heathen religions, 
them, partial, imperfect, and destined pass away, 
and which offers itself containing the essential truths 
all religions and worthy supersede them all. This ration- 
alism starts from the pride virtue, and ignores the sense 
what has been often seen former ages, philosophy striving 
thrust out religion and usurp its place. 


For the antagonism the ancient philosophers 


apology possible. Even that antagonism the phi- 
losophy commands respect legitimate outgrowth 
human thought. When religion intensified the sense sin 
only abase the soul terror, when the religious service 
was itself superstition, not wonderful that the best 
minds should reclaim the nobler elements humanity, 
even the expense religion. But now that Christ has 
come, reconciling man God, and quickening noblest 
growth humanity out the sense sin, there longer 
apology for philosophy maintaining its antagonistic 
position. And this modern rationalism has right dis- 
own its own parentage and family, and baptize itself 
religion. has right teach its own the love God 
man, seeking bring man into friendly relations 
himself, the right man loving intimacy with God, the 
divine promise the progress and renovation society, and 
the human hope its realization through the energy 
God’s love acting life-giving and renovating power 
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human history, nor the privilege and duty man bea 
worker with God for this end, Jesus was, and with love 
all-embracing and self-sacrificing his. For these 
are truths for which the world indebted distinctively 
Christ. historical fact that, aside from Christ, re- 
ligion has been too great for sinful man, and has crushed 
him its greatness; the approach God the sinful soul 
has terrified and paralyzed it. Christ alone 
God his majesty, the law its purity and supremacy, 
eternity its grandeur and glories close the human soul 
power inspiration and life. When modern ration- 
alism appropriates itself Christian ideas, christens itself 
religion, and offers itself supersede Christianity, still 
only philosophy disguised what has appropriated from 
Christianity. 


II. Christian Virtue springs from Faith God. 

Philosophy fails recognize this, positively denies 
Thus Cicero makes Cotta urge, indisputable maxim, 
that men not look God for help leading virtuous 
life: All men regard outward advantages, fruitful harvests, 
and the comforts prosperous life received from the 
gods; but man ever referred his own virtue God 
divine gift. And this right; for ourselves are justly 
praised for our own virtue, and which 
could not be, virtue were gift from God. But when 
obtain honor wealth, escape calamity, then give 
thanks the gods, and take credit ourselves. Who 
ever gave thanks the gods for being good man? 
give thanks only that are rich, honored, health; and 
for these things pray Jupiter optimus maximus, but 
never that would make just, temperate, 
The ethical philosophy the stoics involved its funda- 
mental principle the sufficiency man for himself life 
virtue. 

Since, has been already said, the heathen religions 
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present God power menace and alarm, since the 
sentiment which they awaken superstitious fear, and the 
service which they impel sacrifice and penance 
appease the divine wrath, they neither present God the 
object faith, nor make that faith inspiration life 
virtue. 

Christianity teaches, the contrary, that virtue springs 
from faith God. The doctrine justification faith 
does not mean, often misrepresented, and sometimes 
Christians themselves misunderstood, that God induced 
pardon sinner account act faith which the 
sinner performed one day. This misconception makes faith 
isolated act, and not the inspiration life; and implies 
that its efficacy consists its persuasiveness with God, not 
quickening and inspiring the man. Even the sense 
pardon thus viewed not ennobling; for only the 
criminal’s gladness that has escaped penalty, not the 


consciousness sonship towards God. Religion thus be- 


comes hope heaven, instead divine life earth, 
and the religious life sundered from the secular. The 
gospel distinctively God Christ reconciling the world 
unto himself. God loves the sinner, and seeks him his 
sins bring him back himself, the shepherd seeks the 
lost sheep. encompasses the sinner with his love, 
the sunshine encompasses every earthly thing with its quick- 
ening and invigorating beams, grace sufficient for him 
every need and every emergency his life. Faith the 
sinner’s trust God thus revealed Christ, the Re- 
deemer of. men from sin. Faith does not make God 
Redeemer, nor induce him thus love and seek the sinner 
simply trusts God being thus the Redeemer sinners, 
and revealed such Christ. Christian faith dis- 
tinctively faith Christ, because, while without Christ God 
known holy God, Lawgiver, Judge, God who 
inflicts just retribution sin, only Christ.that God 
clearly known loving even sinners, and extending 
them grace always freely offered and always sufficient for

them. Faith the sinner’s confidence this divine 
The life faith God is, therefore, life filial trust, 
loving service, confidential intimacy. Faith thus becomes 
inspiration, every moment quickening life love. 

This origin Christian virtue causes certain 
culiarities. 

brings into virtue the element personal love God. 
Christian faith not primarily the intellect’s belief 
but the heart’s trust person. Trench says: 
“There natural gravitation souls, which attracts 
them mighty instinct man which 
tells him that never great when looking 
one greater than himself, that made for this looking 
upward, find, and finding rejoice and ennobled 
in, nobler than himself.” the emergencies life men 
feel the need wisdom, goodness, power superior 
their own. When they find, think they find, the pos- 
sessor these superior endowments, they trust him; and 
him whom they trust they follow. college, 
political party, every association men are leaders 
who thus draw themselves following. The man who 
thus trusts leader surrenders himself him, thinks his 
thoughts, adopts his policy, his man. When, addition 
superior endowments the follower sees his leader intense 
services, and when has thus received from him the most 
signal benefits, the self-surrender the follower glows with 
enthusiastic loyalty the leader. Such the nature 
Christian When feel our ignorance, weakness, 
and sin, and then discover both God’s greatness and his love 
Christ, are drawn him, trust him, surrender 
ourselves him, think his thoughts, his bidding, 
are his men. Thus there enters into Christian virtue 
the element personal trust, affection, and loyalty. 
respond the call Jesus: for sake.” For his 
sake Christians attempt the great things Christian heroism, 
and patiently the little things righteous and loving 
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life. Thus Christian life lifted up, not merely obey 
abstract command, but please the loving God, the 
Redeemer. 

This personal element inspires Christian virtue with 
peculiar enthusiasm. Christianity goes even 
losophy teaching the eternity and immutability right, 
the supremacy law, and the sternness duty. Even 
more than philosophy clarifies and quickens the conscience 
and makes its voice terrible. But quickening trust 
God’s redeeming grace, warms and vitalizes duty with 
the enthusiasm personal affection and loyalty. tints 
the cold precepts reason with the glow sentiment. 
Thus combines the two principles human 
action, the clear truths reason, and the inflexible com- 
mands conscience with the glow, enthusiasm, and passion 
personal confidence and love. 

Thus the moral acquires prominence and power 
the life the individual and the civilization Christian 
nations which neither philosophy nor any heathen religion 
has been able give. The life the individual becomes 
aspiration and prayer for moral perfection and society 
concentrates its thought and action the removal moral 
wrongs and the realization moral ideals. 

Since virtue originates faith, the converse also true, 
that faith unfolds into virtue. Faith worketh love.” 
Thus morality and religion are brought into unity. Virtue 
grows out religion, and religion unfolds into virtue. 
Thus the secular life longer separated from the religious, 
but lifted into the religious, and ennobled being 
action man propitiate the offended God, men 
offer their sacrifices, perform their penances, and commit 
their crimes. only when Christianity reveals God 
Christ reconciling the world unto himself, and 
remaineth more sacrifice for sin,” that religious 
service ceases sacrifice and penance, and becomes 
service universal love. Then its very garment light. 
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remarkable fact history that wherever Christianity 
has not come its purity, impassable gulf has separated 
the secular thought and life from the religious. the 
sphere thought philosophy and religion remain 
cilable. Philosophy either turns away from religion, 
sphere with which has concern, and constructs some 
fine theory virtue without God; turns against 
avowed scepticism. Religion either turns away 
losophy sphere thought alien that its truths 
cannot antagonistic religious doctrine, two bodies 
moving different parallels cannot meet, the university 
Paris said have decided that certain proposition 
was true philosophy but false theology; religion 
assails philosophy infidel and usurps the whole domain 
thought. 

The same antagonism appears practical life. Religion 
either abandons the secular life essentially 
and withdraws the desert the attempts 
crush the native instincts, and occupy life with saint- 
liness which ascetic, dehumanizing, and ghastly; else 
taking both spheres into one life, gives the Pharisee, 
making long prayers his religious life and devouring 
widows’ houses his secular life, tithing mint and anise 
the Lord but driving hard bargains with men, lengthening 
his own face sanctimoniousness while grinding the faces 
the poor. 

But when the gospel salvation faith God re- 
ceived, this antagonism disappears. Philosophy acknowledges 
God; morality finds its root and vitality faith; the whole 
action life goes religiously trust and loving 
service towards God and confidential intimacy with him. 
Thus while scope given the loftiest and 
heroism Christian love the service man, the humblest 
life and the most petty duties are ennobled service 
lifted and luminous the divine love, like speck 
dust floating and shining the sunshine. 
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The Christian Law Love distinguished superior 
Clearness and Comprehensiveness the Enunciation 
both the Principle and its Applications. 

comparing the moral teachings heathen philosophy 
with those Christ, necessary suggest the caution 
that some recent writers overstate the merits the former, 
and depreciate, and sometimes even misrepresent, the latter. 
their obvious partiality heathenism they become its 
eulogists rather than its critics. they find fine moral 
sentiment they expand and display it, the optician expands 
light all the colors the rainbow. From their 
own knowledge Christianity they interpret into isolated 
sentence heathen author meaning which the connection 
does not which the author did not design 
express. They gather fragmentary truths scattered through 
the heathen literature all ages obtain material com- 
pare with the teachings Christ. They give niggardly 
recognition the beauty and completeness his teachings. 
One recent writer has even put forth the gross misrepresen- 
tation that the morality the New Testament entirely 
negative prohibitory, and disparages such contrast 
with the positive requirements heathen ethics. Others 
misrepresent its tendencies wholly antimundane and 
ascetic. Therefore, while admitting universal moral law 
cognizable human reason, truth still requires the assertion 
that the law love, declared and applied the New 
Testament, superior any heathen exposition that law 
and its applications. exemplify this thought the following 
distinctive peculiarities Christian love may mentioned. 

The enunciation the law more clear and comprehen- 
sive. Especially this apparent when know that the 
sacrificial love Christ his humiliation, sufferings, and 
death redeem man from sin, itself the expression the 
true nature love God, and the type and measure all 
love man. 

Since Christian love grows out faith, involves the 
unity religion and Christianity implies communion 
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with God not less than service man. The communion 
with God gives quickening, guidance, purity, and efficacy 
the service man. Worship does not terminate itself; 
soul coming God for his help doing the work 
Christian life. this particular, also, Christian love has 
superior comprehensiveness and completeness. While 
manifests itself the two opposite poles faith and love, 
completes the electric circuit the Christian character. 

its applications becomes philanthropy. manifests 
itself reverence for man, sacred regard his rights, 
zeal for his highest welfare. And this love man becomes 
universal, opposed all clannishness and all enmities 
race. 

also inspires hope for the future society and quickens 
the progress man. 

not necessary, however, delay the question 
the enunciation moral principles, Jesus declared 
anything absolutely new. The grand distinction Christian- 
ity that has made its ethical principles powers life and 
civilization. pass from heathen literature 
Christian, the change the tone thought and feeling 
like change climate. And similar change affects 
the transition from the study heathen life and civiliza- 
tion. The Christian church the outset conquered the 
world Christ-like love. When the Decian persecution 
the plague desolated Alexandria, and the heathen terror 
abandoned their sick and dead, the Christians formed them- 
selves into classes, and devoted their personal services and 
contributed their property the care the sick and the 
burial the dead their persecutors. The same was their 
action the plague Antioch and elsewhere. And the 
progress Christ’s kingdom the law love slowly but 
irresistibly gaining for itself assertion and realization, not 
only the enthusiasm and heroism individuals, but 
the constitutions and laws states, and the customs and 
civilization society. Lecky, alluding the reconstruction 
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society after the dissolution the Roman Empire, 
that after making the fullest allowance for other influences, 
remains undoubted fact that the reconstruction 
society was mainly the work Christianity. ..... did 
this three ways; abolished slavery, created charity, 
inculcated self-sacrifice.”! The reverence for man, the 
regard his rights and welfare, the broad philanthropy 
characterizing modern civilization, are the outgrowth 
Christianity, the life and love Christ penetrating the 
life humanity. 


IV. Distinctive peculiarity Christian Virtue Spiritual 
Freedom. 

From -the ancient Pythagoreans, who defined virtue 
fixed purpose resolution act according our sense 
duty,” ethical philosophy has recognized principle 
virtue higher more effective than the sense duty. 
This is, indeed, grand principle; and its presentation 
some philosophers rises the sublime.? Christianity does 
not reject it. Christianity broadens and spiritualizes the

thou great, sublime name! thou dost not insinuate thyself offer-

THE THREE FUNDAMENTAL METHODS 
THE WRITING SERMONS. 


EDWARDS PARK. 


awkwardly, reading sermons,” delivering them from 
manuscript,” preaching from the written method.” 
man said adopt this method when writes his 
sermons, and then reads what has written. may have 
penned them with without previous study his theme, 
plan,and language; may painstaking extempo- 
raneous writer. commits his sermons memory, and 
recites them thus committed, adopts the method 
variously called preaching the memoriter 
method.” may first write what afterwards learns 
heart, may arrange his thoughts and words his mind, 
and the process arranging them may impress them 
his memory without writing syllable. The penning the 
sermon more essential the preaching memoriter, 
than the antecedent study essential the writing. 
When preacher delivers his discourses without having 
previously written them designedly them 
memory, adopts what variously called the extempora- 
man who reads his sermons, and the man who recites them 
memoriter may adopt various modes preparing them, 
the man who preaches extempore may elaborate them 
greater smaller degree. may arrange his thoughts 
precisely were write them, and then, instead 
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writing them constructing his sentences that can 
commit them memory, may deliver them his con- 
gregation words which not suggest themselves his 
mind until ready utter them. the other hand, 
may rise speak without having previously arranged his 
thoughts formed any plan discourse, perhaps without 
having selected any subject. The extemporaneous method 
does not necessarily presuppose any degree meditation 
before speaking, nor does necessarily exclude any degree. 
does, however, exclude certain kinds previous labor. 
far forth extemporaneous excludes the intel- 
lectual formation sentences which the author designs 
repeat has formed them, and still more the penning 
sentences which designs read recite before his audi- 
That sermon not extemporaneous which design- 
edly delivered the second time verbatim literatim had 
been delivered the first time, even mentally repeated 
The extemporaneous preacher may into the pul- 
pit with the same amount antecedent study which the 
writer has performed before constructs his sentences for 
his The difference between the two may simply 
this: the one begins speak the same state which 
the other begins write; the one has meditated and begins 
use his tongue when the other has meditated and begins. 
use his pen. 

II. The intermingling the three fundamental methods.

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point fact there fourth method, which consists 
commingling the three already named. One man who 
called reader sermons commits memory some 
more important sentences, introduces re. 
marks, even paragraphs, and preserves himself what 
may called extemporizing state mind, holds himself 
ready any time deviate from his written 
The man who preaches from memory sometimes refers his 
manuscript, and, far forth, adopts the written method; 
sometimes deviates from what has written, and preserves 
his mind such readiness deviate any time forms 
distinctive element extemporary discourse. The extem- 
poraneous preacher often writes part his sermon, and 
either reads the part which has written, else commits 
memory those sentences which are the most important 
critical delicate. Sometimes his memory impressible, 
once quick and retentive, that after meditating his 
discourse recalls, and means recall, the pulpit the 
identical words which had selected his private medita- 
tion. Those words were written only the tablets his 
mind, and although termed extemporaneous are fact re- 
membered just they were written with ink. Robert 
Hall called extemporaneous preacher, but Dr. Gregory

The grand divisions thought, the heads sermon would trace 
out with the most prominent lines demarcation; and these for some 
years supplied all the hints that needed the pulpit, except ex- 
traordinary occasions. these grand divisions referred, and upon 
them suspended all the subordinate trains thought.

eminent for rapidity thought and intensity feeling, was 
unable command his voice and control his mental action 
extemporaneous address. Some clergymen have 
excitability like that Rousseau, which does not prevent 
them from writing extempore private, but 
them from speaking extempore public. There second 
class preachers who are signalized ready and retentive 
memory, and seem thus predestined speak memoriter. 
they premeditate what they are say, they must say 
memoriter, else make artificial effort not so. 
third and still larger class should form the habit preaching 


extempore. There are some audiences before whom is. 


advisable read sermon; other audiences, before whom 
advisable speak from memory others, who demand the 
there are different occasions 
and likewise different subjects requiring, one the first, another 
the second, another the third the three modes. Robert 
Hall not known have committed, with formal and 
deliberate purpose, more than one entire sermon memory: 
differing political partisans, and critical eonjuncture 
tempting him make remarks which might give needless 
offence, and, therefore, did not allow himself utter 
word which had not antecedently selected. There are, 
moreover, different parts the same sermon, one which 
may require written and read, another spoken 
remembered, another spoken extempore. 


But although universal rule can given, yet 


general rules may be. The first them is, that the three

one method another gives the preacher elasticity and 
completeness, and relieves his pulpit from most deadening 
Various methods commingling the 
three are suggested Section this Article. The 
second these general rules is, that majority man’s 
sermons preached extempore. This rule expressed 
that may not seem require that every preacher should 
generally adopt the method, nor that any 
preacher should adopt every occasion every part 
his discourse, nor that any preacher should spend the 
greater part his time directly preparing extemporaneous 
sermons. the contrary this rule admits, although does 
not require, that every preacher intermingle the three 
methods, and that spend the greater part his time 
directly preparing his written sermons, while preaches the 
greater number his sermons extempore. This rule im- 
plies that, the majority instances, the main effort 
pulpit orator should educate himself for the extempo- 
raneous method. should practise the other two methods 
with the hope and the aim acquire the greater precision 
and power preaching extempore. the various discipline 
writing prepares himself put the proper words the 
proper places when speaks without writing. com- 
mitting memory some his more exact, terse, pungent, 
impassioned sentences improves his vocabulary. 
the other hand, speaking extempore will improve his 
style writing, and sometimes will write the better 
expects learn heart what has written. 

The foregoing remarks are designed make impression 
more less favorable each the three fundamental 
methods preaching. the writing sermons con- 
nected with each these three methods; remotely implied 
the most successful extemporary discourse more directly 
and commonly implied the memoriter discourse, and 
always the discourse which read, may here in- 
sulated from its connections, and considered apart itself, 
essential, more less auxiliary the reading, recit- 
ing, and uttering the preacher’s words. 
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different modes conducting this exercise The 
first that writing the entire sermon the author’s most 
elaborate the second that writing portions the 
sermon that style; the third that easy writing, which 
may either unpremeditated else intermediate between 
the extemporaneous and the author’s most carefully studied 
composition. 

The whole sermon may written the 
most elaborate style. This implies that, first all, study 
the subject his discourse its various relations until 
obtain, far his mental limitations allow, the mastery 
it. secular rhetoric that author should 
not write his subject, being above him; but should 
master thoroughly that can write down upon it. 
can never write down sacred theme; but can 
obtain such familiarity with give him spirit and 
confidence writing upon it. This elaborate plan writing 
implies, the second but requisite, that the 
author meditate his subject until become saturated 
with the moral influences it. must often exert him- 
self order catch the spirit his theme, differs 
from the spirit every other. cannot write well unless 
his heart fully absorbed with what his intellect has clearly 
apprehended. est quod disertum facit. This plan 
implies, thirdly, that among the various methods treating 
his theme search for the best; arranging his various 
topics, like soldiers for the battle, each the position where 
can most Fourthly, the plan implies that 
after has written his discourse minutely criticise its 
language, and that among the different modes constructing 
his sentences select those which judges most 
apposite.

His one elaborate composition will suggest not only the 
subjects, but also the plans several correlated, but distinct 
homilies, and will inspirit him deliver them. was the 
rule (varied according his exigencies) one pastor 
spend the morning study-hours week his written 
composition, the afternoon and evening study-hours his 
extemporary sermons; preach his written discourse 
the next Sabbath, had about it; preach 
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his extemporaneous sermons, had not about satis. 
himself with his writing; pursue the same course 
during the second week, the third, need be; and 
preach his elaborate sermon (often double sermon) when 
was done, and not before. was rule (followed, 
course, with varied modifications) another pastor spend 
the first days the week writing, preparing write, 
his labored discourse; and, foresaw that could not 
preach the next Sabbath, suspend his studies that 
discourse season prepare two sermons 
for that day; persevere, during the first days the 
ceeding week the studies pertaining his elaborate dis- 
course preach the next Sabbath, was about 
ready,” not, not; and labor until deemed 
him with fresh thoughts for new extemporary sermons. 


Other preachers have adopted still different courses pur- 


suing the same general plan. The plan itself produces 
many good effects, and attended with some evils.

gives useful discipline the preacher’s intellect. 
permanently enlarges expanding one great 
doctrine the Bible. John Howe writing his sermon 
The Vanity Mortal,” Robert Hall writing 
his sermon Modern Infidelity,” invigorated their mental 
powers tasking them the utmost. preacher stimu- 
lated fresh enterprises striving for few hours every 
day make the most himself thinker. who aims 
high reaches higher mark than who aims low. man 
does not know himself unless labor sometimes make 
consists making moderate exertion. The great artists 
the world have “laid themselves some their 
works. Michael Angelo devoted sixteen months the 


some branches mechanical work, which there need special 
accuracy, found that the are the more successful they are re- 
quired perform operations which, while not surpassing their power, tax 
the utmost. 
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statue Pope Julius II. Leonardo Vinci spent four 
years painting his Mona Lisa, and was then dissatisfied 
with it. Ghiberti spent forty years the two gates the 
Baptistery same which Michael Angelo 
said were worthy the gates Paradise: The artist 
executed numerous other works while was engaged 
these two gates; but from his labor these derived 
inspiration, and also standard for his other performances. 
While man striving one thing well can, 
will other things better than would have done but 
for that striving. 

This plan composition gives admirable discipline 
the preacher’s heart. There superficial piety, which 
fostered cursory glances religious truth; there 
profound piety, which cultivated profound search 
research into it. The truth high, broad, deep; its 
moral power felt that man, and that man only, who 
clambers these heights, down these depths, and stretches 
his powers degree commensurate with these breadths. 
This not the work few hours. John Howe must have 
lingered long time among the truths filling his sermon 
the Redeemer’s Tears,” would not have expressed 
such exquisite sensibility view them; and Robert Hall, 
who admired that sermon, must lave spent many days 
meditating its truths, would never have said: 
could think the word ‘tear,’ sir, till man who 
brings his own heart into intense sympathy with one great 
doctrine prepares himself preach score extempo- 
raneous sermons different relations that doctrine. 
light candle the sun,” was the motto great author 
who kept himself familiar with the Homeric poems while 
was preparing his works for the press; and every minister, 
while préparing his discourses for the pulpit, should light his 
candle some bright truth which carefully examining 
the Bible. 

This plan elaborate writing stimulates and disciplines 
the preacher obtain large and accurate views truth, 
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and aids his congregation obtaining similar views. The 
general fact is, that, unless put his statements upon paper, 
compare them thus visible, let his eye assist his mind, 
will not make his statements definite nor 
will not carefully analyze his subject, designate its various 
parts apposite language, recombine them into whole, 
present that whole its appropriate moral aspect. 
may called state and refute objections, like those 
Colenso, certain passages the Bible. Some men can, 
but very few can, and still fewer will, accurately state and 
clearly refute what the objector has urged, unless the state- 
ments and the refutations looked paper. Exceptions 
apart, the preacher’s mind will wander, will apprehend the 
subject indefinitely, will fail precision treatment, 
let his thoughts float his mind without seizing them and 
fixing them permanent form.! The very anticipation 
writing down one’s meditations stimulus definite 
thinking. More than once man who has been objector 
truth has undertaken write essay against it, and 
has been convinced the truth his writing. Hence, 
calamo. history proves that the exercise 
writing tends make the preacher systematic and correct, 
history proves that the congregations which have listened 
certain proportion written discourses have been more 
systematically instructed than those which have heard none 
but extemporary sermons. 

This plan accurate writing tends promote the 
literary, well religious education the people. The 

Perhaps the general, certainly common fact, that when man 
earnestly engaged thinking, will making some peculiar physical move- 
ment. Neander, twirling his pen the lecture-room, representative 
many scholar who drums with his hand foot, whistles, shakes nods 
his head while busy thought. Now, that physical movement which

moral character. our land, where many speak ex- 
tempore before lyceums and political assemblages, 
eminently desirable that the pulpit should have influence 
regulating the style these speakers. The pulpit, how- 
ever, will not have this regulative power, unless the preacher 
careful arranging and expressing his own thoughts. 
will not careful should be, unless commit 
his words paper, and mindful that 
True ease writing comes from art, not chance, 
those move easiest who have learned dance.” 

This plan writing gives authority the preacher. 
the style the Bible, his church; too 
often, the style the present day, employé.” 
once now member the flock. single 
sermon containing sound thought expressed good words 
their right places has influence the strong minds 
his auditors; and these minds control the weaker. Not 
only does that sermon inspire him preach several extem- 
poraneous sermons, which are their substance connected, 
and their spirit homogeneous with it, but also lends 
them influence which one them itself would 
obtain. The position thing affects its worth. The 
right hand digit the numeration line adds tenfold the 
value the digits the left hand. eminent jurist, who 
when law-student Litchfield was accustomed hear Dr.

This plan imparts variety the preacher’s ministrations. 
will not preach all certain subjects unless write 
upon them. They are too intricate too critical; careless 
remark upon them will mislead the hearer, perhaps work 
lasting injury. Hence the writer sermons has more 
copious assortment themes than extemporaneous preach- 
ers have. Some his hearers will the more interested 
his elaborate sermon, because breaks the monotony 
his extemporaneous efforts. Others will the more 
interested his extemporary sermon, because gives them 
rest from his more labored discussions. writing carefully 
one text unfolds its peculiar meaning, the distinctive

When that channel worn, 
sermons flow too easily it. Multitudes discourses 
their general drift indistinguishable one from the other, 
while each them might have been unique, and have 
contributed the freshness and variety the pastor’s min- 
istrations. monotony the pulpit results from the fact 
that some preachers not form the habit detecting the 
idiosyncrasies themes, and varying their methods 
treatment according the particular lights and shadows 
the subject treated. They may form this habit pains- 
taking their composition. man will soon become weary 
repeating himself with care, when his manuscripts present 
ocular proof his having written the same the 
same way over and over. 

This plan writing prepares the minister for 
His health his mental condition some days disqualifies 
him for preaching may then preach his elab- 
orate sermons and his more scholarly hearers will sub- 
missive the providence which interfered with his freer 
speech. called preach times high political 
excitement; his every word will his careless 
phrases may produce baleful effect; write with care 
may guard himself against exerting mischievous influence, 

may perhaps qualify himself for exerting benign influence, 
what called semi-political discourse. During the 
rebellion 1861-65 many hurtful, because careless, sermons 
were preached from the texts, Deut xii. Judges xvii. 
xxi. 25; and the other hand many preachers who wrote 
their discourses with painstaking were able give visible 
proof that they did not express the demoralizing sentiments 
which heated partizans imputed them. The editor 
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Massillon’s Lent Sermons, regards prodigy that 
finished discourse short time ten twelve days, 
This eminent preacher sometimes re-wrote single sermon, 
fifteen even twenty times.
